THE JOHN PORTER. 
EXPERIENCES ON THAT FEVER-LADEN STEAMER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

LovisviLyue, Ky., Aug. 31.—Andy Armstrong, 
late mate of the Jobo Porter, the Ohio River 
steamer, arrived here to-day. He is the only 
survivor left of the entire crew who remained 
on board, and the picture he paints of the terri- 
bie late of the Porter is horrible in the extreme, 
and recalling in some of its ghastly details the 
anctent mariner of yore. The men who shipped 
at Louisville were all taken donn belore they 
reached Cincinnati, himself excepted. He says 
the situation of thinge ſrightened away both 
nurse and doctor. At Galipulis, O., people with 
shot-guns prevented the boat from landing, ana 
when his last companion died they would not 
permit him to come ashore to bury the body, 
which was cast into the river. 

Armstrong was given $50, and fled here, where 
his family live. He thinks the disease which is 
mowing down so mapy is not yellow lever, but 
is fearfully contagious, Whatever it say be.

GENERAL, 
OFFICIAL REPORT, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 31.—The official re- 
port of the Surgeon-General of the Marine 
Hospital service for the last week was completed 
at 2 o'clock, and shows a melancholy death-roll 
for the week. In New Orleans, to daie, there 
have been a total of 2,877 cases, and 867 deaths. 

At Vicksburg there are now 800 cases, haif of 
which have occurred in the last week, and fifty 
more in the last twenty-four bours. 

Dr. Booth, a Marine-Hospital surgeon, died 
on Wednesday ln Memphis. 

There were 241 deaths during the week at 
numerous places in Mississippi and Louisiana. 
The deaths of yellow-fever refugees from Gren- 
ada and other points are reported. 

At St. Louis there were eight cases of vellow 
fever andtwo deaths,—all refugees. At quar- 
antine below St. Louis there were six new cases 
and one death, besides twenty doubtful ad- 
mitted during the forty-eight hours that ended 
yesterday evening. 

At Cairo, III., one death is officially reported: 
at Louisville, four; at Cincinnati, four deaths 
and nine cases,—two during the last week; all 
from infected places.

MISCELLANEOUS, 
A THEORY OF YELLOW FEVER. 
Cincinnadt Timers. 

In addition to the account given in yesterday’s 
paper of the hydropathic treatment of vellow 
fever, a theory of the officer whose experiences 
were narrated may be placed on record. 
He holds that the fever is the _ resist- 
ance nature makes to the occupation of 
the land by the unacclimated persons. To those 
who are civilized, nature, he thinks, opposes 
herself with less violence than to those who 
have not grown accustomed to artificial wants 
and artificial life. The malarial poison is in- 
digenous in certain tropical regions, and under 
favorable circumstances is developed in sub- 
tropical regions. Given a large, massed body of 
unacclimated personsin a sub-tropical region, and 
either filth or recent disturbing of the earth. 
and solar heat enough to develop the disease. 
or the introduction of the disease from au in- 
fected place, and the epidemic breaks forth. 
Tbus large large cities are seldom visited by the 
disease, for the reasons: First. that unaccli- 
mated people do not dwell en masse: 
and = second, the soil of 
those cities so frequentiy 
disturbed that the poison has lost its virulence. 
But years ago, Gallipolis, in this State, was 
aillicted with the pestilence, when Cincinnati 
escaped. 
Frenchmen gathered there, on 
soil, turned up to the sun. 
felied the trees and buried them in 
trenches, and there the trees remained, de- 
caying and polluting the whole air. On the 
other band, Natchez has escaped remarkably 
from the disease. Why? Because, years ago 
the Council of the town, knowing the danger, 
passed and enforced strict quarantine regula- 
tions; and, second, because by a strict town or- 
dinanece, no citizen was allowed to disturt the 
soil for the purpose of buiiding, or any other, 
after the Ist of June,

Well, after a checquered, but, of late years, a 
very prosperous life of eleven years, the Bank- 
rupt law expired last night at 12 o’clock. There 
will be a difference of opinion as to the good it 
did,—there will be a politico-economical ques- 
tion as to whether it deserves any existence at 
all. But de mortuis nil nisi bonum, and its 
ashes may be allowed to rest in peace. Certain 
it is that all who could have embraced the op- 
portunity of shuffling off the load of debt. so 
that the oft-repeated question, Can you lend 
me $25?’ will be heard no more. 

As was very natural, the Bankruptcy Court- 
room was crowded all day, and at times a line 
of twelve or fifteen would be waiting at a time 
to contribute their $25 to Uncle Sam or his rep- 
resentatizes, the happy Government officials. 
About 400 new petitions were filed, bat it is 
noticeable that few of them were very prom)- 
nent. Tae name of W. B. Farwell on a petition 
caused a momentary scare as to which W. B. 
Farwell bad gone in, but the most of the peti- 
tions were by persons who have, as a matter of 
fact, been insolvent for years. Many of those 
who have any assets will settle by composition, 
and it seems to be the general opinion that this 
unloading of debts will tend to create a more 
settled feeling on the question of finance, and 
help toward a revival of business by allowing 
those who have been hopelessiy struggling along 
under a load of debt to open up again, 

It is not every day that a law expires 
by limitation, and there is considera- 
ble attached to the closing scene. Once 
in a while some curious individual, 
especially during the evening, would drop 
in and in a mysterious whisper inquire of ope 
of the clerks or a reporter if any “big man 
had gone m.“ In the minds of some, who, to 
use @ spiritualistic term, were under the in- 
fluence”? of the excitement, there was a dim 
impression that J. V. Farwell & Co., Field, 
Leiter & Co., all the National Banks. and gen- 
erally the whole country was going to the dogs, 
andatew expressed themselves with owl-like 
wisdom to that effect. At noon, and again at 
3 p. m., the strains of music from Farwell Hall 
were wafted in the adjacent court-rooms, and 
the lines of “Happy Day were interpreted 
with facile grace by the new  Dbank- 
rupts as an omen for their  fu- 
ture. Then at 9 o’ clock in 
the evening the solema strains of 
old Doxology presaged the approaching close of 
the services. The exact number of petitions 
filed yesterday cannot be given, as quite a nuin- 
ber were received by express from country 
tuwns, Which were not opened or numbered, but 
which were filed as of the hour they were re- 
ceived. The number is, however, about 400. 

There are of course a number of unwritten 
chapters Which wouid be interesting if known 
How many unfortuaates suddenly recollected 
old, long-forgotten “friends”? when they want- 
cd to borrow $25 can only be told by the parties 
interested. One excited individual raked up 
$15, and then asked a clerk in the Bankruptcy 
Court to lend him $10. He didn’t lend it. Ser- 
eral others intimated to the Register 
that they would take it kindly u he would guar- 
antee the advance feesto the Clerk. At 10 
o'clock in the eveumg a lawyer came in and 
said his client was waltzing around the street 
then, sanguine uf collecting the necessary $25 
before midnight. Uniortunately for the inter- 
ested reader, the viracious chronicler cannot 
tell whether that enterorising individual was 
successful or not in his laudable undertaking. 

There will vo d@ubt be au erroneous impres- 
sion created by the number of petitions, that 
the city is in avery hopeless condition finan- 
cialis, but a glance at other cities—Pittsburg, 
for instayce—will dispei that illusion. There is, 
however, no fair criterion to compare Chicago 
with other cities. Whether it be that the news- 
papersof Chicago are so much ahead in enter 
prise, or because they have more of the 
so-called “ provinciaiism” that prompts them 
to such an effort, or that other papers are so 
much benind, certain it is that no other city of 
the size has offered the same facilicy for an ex- 
amination ol its financial condition. Ihe Gar- 
deu City is not ashamed of ber record. A more 
detailed examination of the petitions than can 
be given in such a rush will show that five years 
ago the lands and stocks which ‘now are sched- 
uled as wortnless were worth so much that their 
possessors could then be called solvent; but tie 
Ceneral depression, not anv local or specitic 
sveculation or fluctuation, has annihilated yal- 
ues as surely as the great fire. 

After 9 o’clock bast evening the petitions came 
in quite slowly, the clerks began to stretch their 
overworked fingers, and the reporters to heave 
a sich of rejief, and when, near the witching 
hour, the last petition came in, and the boys 
began to realize that it was time to turn out the 
hghts because the viav was over, there was a 
curious lceling of bewilderment not unmixed 
with regret—a feeling, too, of somefchange in 
affairs, though outwardly no sign of it was ap- 
parent.

This is 
about the largest record for a month ever 
known in this city. 


President Hayes reached Fremont. O., 
yesterday evening, and met with an enthu- 
siastic reception from his fellow-townsmen.

Some interesting and important state- 
ments in regard to our foreign commerce 
have just been published.

The ex- 
eess of exports of domestic merchandise 
over net imports in the last three years has 
been $488,582,529. Thus the country has 
sold to foreign countries some $500,000,000 
more than it has bought.

It is a fact for congratulation 
and surprise that the list of bankrupts pub- 
lished this morning embraces so few of the 
heavy business-firms of the city. 


The happiest men in the country yester- 
day were the Registers in Bankruptey. In 
this city the Register cleared $12,500 in cash 
on his day’s business, to say nothing of the 
payments that accrue to him hereafter, It 
is estimated that the erop of bankruptcies 
throughout the United States is sufficient to 
afford all the lawyers a fair living for a year 
to come. 


The wail of distress that comes to us this 
pleasant September morning from the in- 
fected districts of the fever-stricken South 
ought to open our hearts and our purses for 
the relief of the sick and destitute in those 
localities where pestilence walks forth at 
noonday. People in Chicago who are bless- 
ed almost beyond measure with good health, 
a fine climate, an abundance of this world’s 
goods, and surrounded by everything that 
can make life desirable, can hardly realize 
the extent of the distress and actual suffer- 
ing that to-day afflict our brothers in those 
cities where the yellow fever rages. Their 
Macedonian cry of Come over and help 
us!” cannot be answered in person, because 
an unacclimated man or woman is aimost 
certain to become a speedy victim to the dread 
destroyer, so that we are thrown back

THE STORY OF THE BANKERUPTS. 
The sensation of the past week has been 
the daily list of bankruptcies, counted by 
the hundreds and aggregating millions of 
dollars. The end has been reached at last, 
and the repeal of the law which has enabled 
this universal liquidation by statute goes into 
effect to-day. The immense number and ap- 
palling amounts of these bankruptcies have 
no present commercial significance, unless it 
be found in the reflection that all men must 
henceforth do their business upon a respon- 
sible basis. Perhaps it would be too much 
of a contradiction to maintain that a flood of 
bankruptcy is one of the signs of renewed 
business activity and promised prosperity ; 
but it certainly marks the end of that long 
era of prostration which was the nat- 
ural and inevitable result of the pre- 
vious carnival of speculation. The re- 
peal of the Bankrupt law may be regard- 
ed as a new point of beginning. There 
has now been a general settlement; it 
may be presumed that the men who were 
hopelessly involved have improved their last 
chance of paying their debts by schedule ; 
it is fair to suppose that the great mass of 
men are either free from debt or have sufii- 
cient resources to carry them through; at 
all events, there is now general notice that 
all men must henceforth pay for the goods 
they buy and discharge the indebtedness 
they contract. The sum of the bankrupt- 
cies recorded since the failure of Jay Cookx, 
which was only the breaking of an over- 
strained chain at its weakest point, would 
make an appalling showing, and yet it would 
not represent anything like the aggregate of 
business and speculative losses. All during 
this term, while the Bankruptcy Courts have 
thrown open their doors to ail the unfortu- 
nate and all the dishonest men, there have 
been compromises and settlements that 
represent losses almost equal to those ad- 
justed by bankruptcy proceedings. There 
were eleven or twelve years of wild and reck- 
less speculation; there have been five years 
of depression and liquidation; now we start 
upon a new era. 

Whether the new era will be a gradual re- 
cuperation of former business energy and 
prosperity, or a repetition of the commercial 
debauch from the effects of which we are 
now convalescent, is a matter that will be 
determined largely by legislation. The good 
effects expected from shutting off the cheap 
and easy relief of a Bankrupt Court may be 
materially impaired by State laws which 
shall encourage reckless venture in offering 
ready escape from the responsibility there- 
for. National legislation of the kind -so 
largely demanded by the Fiatists and Com- 
munists may renew the debauch for a time, 
for the American people are easily encour- 
aged to speculate ; the cheapening of money 
by artificial niflation aud a geveral system of 
Government gratuities would start the ball 
in motion again; but the duration of the 
revel will be shorter and the reaction more 
overwhelming than before. 

These last long lists of bankrupts should 
recall the errors that led up to them only 
that they may be avoided. The mania of 
speculation grew out of the War. It was 
promoted and developed by means of cheap 
money and delusive gains. Everybody, from 
the Government down, did business on bor- 
rowed money. The General Government 
borrowed thousands of millions; State, 
County, City, and Town Governments bor- 
rowed thousands of miliions more ; railroads, 
mining companies, and all sorts of specula- 
tive combinations borrowed other thousands 
of millions. Individuals, like corporations, 
did their business on margins, and fig- 
ured up their profits on paper. Ex- 
erybody bought for a rise, paying a lit- 
tle, borrowing some more, and owing 
the most, on the original investment. The 
purchaser of real estate, unimproved and in- 
cumbered, is a type of an enthusiastic specu- 
lative mation. The rise in value was theoret- 
ical { the interest and taxes were practical 
and upavoidable. „ Interest Was too high,”

They went on with their unproductive im- 
provements, aud reassured their victims 
by figuring up the fictitious values which they 
added to property in their assessments- 
lists. The exactions of the money-lender 
and tax-eater were only natural incidents of 
the general debauch. When men rush head- 
long into debt, and are utterly reckless of 
expenses, there will never {fail to be others 
to take advantage of the unreasoning mania 
of speculation ; it is folly to blame upon the 
accessories the fault of the general system. 

The speculative lunatics are still abroad. 
One set wants the Government to enter upon 
a gigantic system of public improvements, an j 
give another false impetus to speculation by 
means of Credit-Mobilier companies. An- 
other wants an unlimited issue of flu 
money, which shall renew the fictitious 
values by cheapening the medium of ex- 
change. Both classes are pulling together 
to thé common end of reviving the era of 
speculation, unmindful of the lesson we have 
had, and reckless of the disaster th tis sure lo 
follow. The fate of the country wil depend 
upon the measure of their success or failure. 
It may be admitted that a temporary renew- 
al of fictitious prosperity can be achieved by 
the means which the Communists and Piat- 
ists recommend, but it can only be done at 
the cost of another universal bankruptcy. 
which will come more quickly, and will 


; : be more overwhelming, the next 
upon hard cash as the best, quickest, an! sb to be 
ime. 


The general result will be determined 
by the wisdom or folly of our legislation 
within the next year or two ; but every indi- 
vidual can exert an important influence by 
the conservation or recklessness of his own 
course. The man who does business on his 
own capital and lives within his means will 
not merely be an agent in averting a repeti- 
tion of the past five years’ history, but will 
be in a better attitude for resisting the 
common misfortunes of another era ol 
bankruptcy. The man who does business 
on a margin and lives beyond his means is 
constantly swelling the rauks of those who 
demand Government gratuities and cheap 
money, and he will be among the first to go 
down when another crash shall come. Ii 
may be accepted as a fact that money will 
never be cheap enough nor plenty enough— 
even though it be of the fiat kind and repre- 
sent only the cost of printing—to satisfy 
the American — 45 speculation. The 
familiar capacity shown by Sam Wacken, of 
Chicago, for borrowing and shinning ” is 
an American characteristic, and a nation of 
such men could absorb and risk more cur- 
; rency then all the paper-mills of the Continent 
could turn out. The supply would fail 
sooner or later, and the longer it 
lasted and the more there had been of it 
the worse would be the disaster when it 
should come at last. Individually, the sure 
way to avoid bankruptcy is to avoid extrav- 
agance and speculation; so it is with a 
nation. The contrast between France and 
the United States, illustrated by the differ- 
ent habits of the two peoples, tells the 
whole story. 


AN IRISH SUNDAY LAW. 

As the Irish of Chicago made common 
cause (for the first and only time, we be- 
lieve,) with the Germans, when it was de- 
cided to resist the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance requiring the closing of the saloons 
on Sunday, the fact that just sach another 
law has been passed by the British Parlia- 
ment to apply to the public-houses (saloons) 
in Lreland is a bit of foreign news that has a 
special interest here. This measure was 
introduced some five years ago, but has en- 
countered stubborn opposition, aud its pas- 
sage now is regarded with dismay by the 
politicians and with a good deal of distrust 
by the conservative classes, Heretofore 
the law has required the closing of 
the drinking-places during certain hours 
on Sunday, corresponding generally 
with the hours of church-going. Such 
a law has been justified purely as 
a police measure, and as calculated to 
maintain public order during hours when ex- 
hibitions of drunkenness or rowdyism would 
be peculiarly offensive. The present law, 
however, requires that all drinking-places in 
Ireland be closed from Saturday evening till 
Monday morning, with the exception of 
those in the five largest cities, including 
Cork, Dublin, and Limerick. The exception 
seems to make the measure almost ludicrous. 
Probably the Irishmen in America would not 
object to a Sunday Liquor law which should 
apply only to the rural districts, and leave 
the city saloons free to open on Sunday as 
well as other days. The law itself was dic- 
tated by the Church influence in Ireland, and, 
curiously enough, the Ultramontanes and 
the Orangemen—the Catholic priests and 
the Protestant ministers—joined hands; in 
urging it; but, while the Parliament fitally 
yielded, the politicians have tried to save 
themselves from the Wrath of the large con- 
stituencies in Ireland. 

The new law is very severely, and we think 
very justly, criticised on all sides. It is 
pointed out, to begin with, that the practi- 
cal effect will be bad. The favorite drink 
of Ireland is of a kind that can be easily 
carried home in a bottle. If this practice 
sets in, as a consequence of closing the 
saloons over Sunday, it may easily result in 
more whisky being consumed between 
Saturday night and Sunday morning than 
was consumed before. The man that former- 
ly took one or two ordinary drinks of a Sun- 
day may, under the new practice, learn to 
consume an entire bottle; he may also 
get his wife and children into 
the habit of drinking, who had 
before been abstinent. The exemption of 
the large cities is also apt to have the effect 
of increasing drunkenness. The people of 
the rural districts who want to drink on Sun- 
days may congregate in the cities, where 
they are more likely to indulge in a debauch 
than if they remained at home. It is also 
remarked that the residents of large cities 
have of late years acquired the habit of mak- 
ing excursions into the country on Sundays.

It has 
been remarked in England that any attempt 
in this country to cure the appetite for drink 
by legislation has been s dsmal failure, and 
the conservative é of Great Britain have 
no desire to se Me mistake repeated there.

will be to have them closed in England; the 
clergy and temperance people will undoubt- 
ediy besiege the next Parliament to this end. 
It is also argued that, if the saloons may be 
arbitrarily closed one entire day, they may 
be closed altogether.

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GLADSTONE ON ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 
Mr. Gtapstone, the English statesman, 
as contributed a paper to the current num- 
ber of the North American Review, entitled 
Kin Beyond Svea,” in which he makes a 
comparison between the English and Ameri- 
can political systems. It is an article which 
will commend itself to American readers, not 
only because Mr. Glabsroxx has always been 
e stanch friend of this country, but also 
because he brings such keen observation and 
profound analytical ability to the considera- 
tion of topics that the world has grown ac- 
customed to listen to him as to a man who 
has something to say, and whose sentiments 
are entitled to thoughtfal attention. As the 
article in question is too long for insertion 
entire in Tun Taipung, a statement of its 
more striking points will answer the purpose 
of bringing it before the reader, aud may 
serve as a preface to the perusal of the 
original article in the North American: 

About one-third of Mr. GtapsTone’s 
paper may be called introductory, and in 
this introduction he makes some general 
points, both as to the past and future, which 
are very graceful tributes to this country, 
coming from an English source, At the very 
outset he forecasts the loss of commercial 
supremacy which must happen to England in 
the future as the result of the development 
of our resources. Mr. Grabsroxx does not 
go so far aas Macaunay, and picture a roam- 
ing New Zealander on London Bridge, med- 
itating on the ruins about him, but he makes 
no doubt that America * will probably be- 
come what we are now,—the head servant in 
the great householl of the world, the em- 
ployer of all employed, because her service 
will be the most and ablest. We have no 
more title against her than Venice, or Genoa, 
or Holland has had agaiast us.” 

Passing from commercial comparison into 
the region of political philosophy, he finds 
among the conditions of growth that Amer- 
ica has the immense advantage in the 
natural base for the development of 
a continuous empire,” the distinction 
between a continuous empire” and an 
empire “severed and dispersed over sea” 
being considered by Mr. .GLapsTong a vital 
one. He considers that but a very few years 
will be necessary for America to distance 
England in population and wealth. While 
other nations have doubled or trebled their 
population in the last century, America 
during the same period has risen from 2,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000, and, glthough the annual 
income of Great Britain is £1,000,000,000, 
America is passing by us at acanter,” and in 
1880 will be the wealtiiest of all the nations, 
although the development of her resources 
and the opening up of her territory is as yet in 
its infancy. “*The Engiand aud the America 
of the present are probably the two strongest 
nations of the world. But there can hardly 
be a doubt, as between the America and the 
England of the future, that the daughter 
at some no very distant time will, whether 
fairer or less fair, be unquestionably yet 
stronger thau the mother.” 

Considering the manner in which these 
great purposes are to be worked out, and 
the methods by which these two nations are 
to contribute towards the well being and 
progress of the world, he finds that they 
have one fundamental condition in common, 
namely, the attainment of self-government 
by the rational method of persuasion instead 
of the element of fore, by the toleration of 
opinion, the freedom of thought, the en- 
couragement of self-help, the cherishing of 
liberty, and the training of the independent 
spirit. From this common point, however, 
they diverge so far that America can never 
be a reflection of Eagiand.” While hered- 
ity is the very foundation-stone of English 
institutions, the Puritans, who supplied the 
type of political manhood to America, com- 
pletely severed themselves from this idea, 
and set up as their standard equality com- 
bined with liberty, and renewable at each 
descent from one generation to another, like 
a lease with stipulated breaks. They 
brought with them,” says Mr. GtLapstTonr, 
all that was democratic in the policy of 
England, and all that was Protestant in her 
religion,” which is one of the most concise 
statements of the Puritan mission that has 
ever been made. 

Before coming directly to a comparison of 
the forms of goverament, Mr. GLADSTONE 
makes some very sharp contrasts in our 
favor. The first of these is, that we emanci- 
pated four millions of negroes by a civil 
war, and preserved the industries and fran- 
chises of the South, while England emanci- 
pated one million by peaceful legislation in 
Jamaica, but ruined its trade and abolished 
its representative institutions. The second 
is, that this country could call a million and a 
half of militia in the field and yet escape 
the dangers of revolutionary operations and 
military caste. The third is expressed in 
the following comparison of financial re- 
sults : 

More remarkable still was the financial sequel to 
the great conflict. The internal taxation for Fed- 
eral purposes, which before its commencement had 
been unknown, was raised, in obedience to an ex- 
igency of life and death, so as to exceed every 
present and every past examole. It pursued and 
worried ail] the transactions of life. The interest 
of tne American debt grew to be the highest in the 
world, aud the capital touched £560, 000, 000. 
MHere was provided for the faith and patience of the 
people à touchstone of extreme severity. In En- 
viaud, at the close Of tae great French war, the 
propertied classes, whe were supreme in Parlia- 
ment, at once rebelled against the Tory Govern- 
ment, and refused to prolong the income tax even 


lor a single year. Wetalked big, both then and 
now, aboat the payment of our national debt; but 


, Sixty-three years have now elapsed, all of them 


except two calied years of peace, and we have re- 
ducea the huge total by about one-ninth; that is te 
Suy. by little over £100, 000. 000. or scarcely more 
than £1, 500,000 a year. This is tae conduct of a 
State elaborately digested into orders and degrees, 
famed for wiscom and forethought, and consoli- 
dated by along experience. But America coniin- 
ved long to bear, on her unaecustomed and «till 
smurting shoulders, the burden of toe war taxa- 
tion. Inu twelve years she has reduced her debi by 
£158, 000, 000, or at the rate of £13,000, 000 for 
eve year. In each twelve months she has done 
what we did in eight years; her self-command, 
self-denial, and wise forethought for the future, 
have been, to say the least, eiguttold ours. 


The coucluding portions uf Mr. Glap- 
STONES paper are devoted to a close com- 
parison of our form of government with the 
English, in which he confines himself toa 
statement of facts without comment or criti- 
cism, except that he is not prepared to ex- 
change with us. We need not reproduce his 
description of our own, as it is familiar to 
every American. It will be more interesting 
to glance at the British system. He names 
as the factors of English government the 


Sovereign, the Crown, the Ministry, and the 


Commons; and perhaps we can convey to 
our readers the clearest impression of his 
statement by giving some of his remarkable 
definitions. Of the Sovereign; he says: 


The Sovereign in Kugland is the symbol of the 
nation’s unity, and the apex of the social structure; 
the maker (with advice) of the laws: tag supreme 
Governor? @f the Coarch; the fountain of jastice: 
tue sule source of nonort the person to whom all 
military, all paval, all civel service ts rendered. 
The Sovereign owns very large properties; receives 
and holds, in law, the entire revenue of the Sinte ; 
appoints and dismisses Ministers: makes treatica: 
pardons crime, or ayates its punishment; wages 
war, or Concludes peace: sammons and dissolves 
tue Parliament; exercises these vast powers for 
the most Dart without any specified restraint of 
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law; and yet enjoys, in regard to these and every 
other function, an absolute immun'ty from conse- 
quences. There is no provision in the law of the 
lL nited Empire, or in the machinery of tae Const f. 
tution. for calling the Sovereign to account; and 
only in one solitary and robbe, but perfectly 
defined, cage tua of his suomitinsg to the juris 
cietion of the Pope—is he deprived by statute of 
the tirone. 


As to the House of Commons, Mr. Guap- 


STONE SAYS: 
The House of Commons is euperior, and by far 
superior, in the force of its political attributes, to 
any other single. power in the Ste. But it is 
watched; it is criticised; itis befamed in and 
about by a multitade of Other forces; the foree. 
firstof all, of the House of Lords, the force of 
opinion from day to day, particalarly of the highly 
anti-povalar opinion of the letured mea of the 
metropolis. who. seated close to the scene of action, 
Wield an influence greatly in excess of their just 
clan: the force of the classes and profession: ; 
the just and useful force of the local authorities in 
their various ordera and places. Never was the 
great problem more securely solved which rec- 
ones the necessity of a paramount power in the 
budy politic to enavle it to move. out requires for 
it a depovitary such that it shall be safe against 
invasion, and yet inhibited from aggression. 

In drawing the distinction between the 
Sovereign aud the Crown, the prerogatives 
and resources of the latter being placed in 
the hands. of a responsible ministerial 
agency which protects the former from all 
assault, Mr. Grabsroxz devotes considerable 
space to the Cabinet, and draws the follow- 
ing curious picture of the Premier and his 
associates : 

Departmentally, he is no more than the first- 
named of five persons, by whom jointly the powers 
of the Lord Treasurership are taken to be exercised ; 
he is not their master, or. otherwise than by mere 
priority, toeir head; and he has no epecial function 
or prerovative under the formal constitution of .he 
office. He has no official rank, except that of a 
Privy Councillor. Eight members of the Cabinet, 
including five Secretaries of State, and several 
other members of the Government, take official 
precedence of him. His rights and duties as the 
head of the Administration are nowhere recorded. 
lie is almost, tif not altogether, saknown to the 
statute jaw. Noris the position of the body over 
which he presides less singular than is own, 
The Cabinet lives and acts simply by anderstand- 
ing, without a single line of written law or Con- 
stitution to determine its relations to the monarch, 
ortothe Parliament, or to the nation; or the rela- 
tions of its members to one another, or to their 
head. It sits in the closest secreey. There is no 
record of ite proceedings, nor is there any one to 
hear them, except upon the very rare occasions 
when some important functionary is introduced 
for the purpose of giving to it necessary informa- 
tion. 

In defining the prerogatives of the Pre- 
mier, it would almost seem as if Mr. Guap- 
STONE were improving an opportunity to 
pluck off as many of Lord BeaconsrizLp’s 
plumes as he can reach, for toward the close 
of his paper he returns anew to that official, 
aud says: 

He reports to the Sovereiga its proceedings, and 
he also has many addiences of toe august occu- 
pant of the throne. He is bound, in these reports 
and audiences, not to counteract tae Cabinet: not 
to divide it; not to undermine the position of any 
of his colleagues in the Roya! favor. If he departs 
in any degree from strict adherence to these rules, 
and uses his great opportunities to increase his 
own iniluence,.or pursue aims not shared by bis 
colleagues, then, uniess he is prepared to advise 
their dismiesal, he not only departs from rule, but 
commits an act of treachery and baseness. As the 
Cabinet stands between the Sovereign and Pariia- 
ment, and is bound to be loyal to both. so he 
stands between ais Colleagues and the Sovereign, 
and is bound to be loyal to both. The Prime Min- 
ister has no title to override any one of his col- 
leagues in any one of the departments. So far as 
he governs them, unless it is done by trick. which 
is not to be supposed, he governe them Dy influ- 
ence only. Uvon the whole, nowhere in the wide 
world does so great a suostance cast s smail a 
shadow; nowhere is there a man who has so much 
power, and so little to show for it in the way of 
furmai title or prerogative, 


In view of the recent jangles between 
Lord BraconsFigLp and Mr. GtLapstTongz, 
and the copious use of epithets in which 
they indulged, it almost seems as if the lat- 
ter had taken another chance to get at his 
opponent, now basking in the Royal sun- 
shine, by calling his attention to the very 
smail shadow such a great substance casts. 

Throughout his entire paper Mr. Grap- 
stone loses no opportunity to display his 
loyalty, and to express his preference for 
his own form of government over ours, and 
avow his preferences for inequalities; but 
this does not debar him from paying a can- 
did a even enthusiastic tribute to the 
genius of our institutions, to what we have 
accomplished in the past, and to the superior 
position we are destined to hold in the 
future, even at the risk of provoking hostile 
criticism from English writers and poli- 
ticians of the Tory side. He close his paper 
with the expression of the following con- 
viction : 

The great acts and the great forbearances which 
immediately followed the close of the Civ War 
form a group which will ever be a noodle object, in 
his political retrospect, to the impartial historian; 
and that, proceedimg as they du from the free 
choice and conviction of the peovie, and founded 
as taey were on the very principles of which the 
multitude is supposed to be least tolerant, they 
have, in doing honor to the United States, also 


rendered a splendid service to the general cause of 
popular government throughout the world. 


HOMER’S GODS AND GODDESSES. 

The most suggestive chapter in Mr. Guap- 
sToNnE’s recently-published Primer of Homes 
is that which treats of the Homeric mythol- 
ogy. The author, in his persuasive way, 
describes seven causes which invest it with 
extraordinary interest. One of these alone 
is sufficient to justify a careful study of the 
subject. This is the one which Mr. Grap- 
sTONE speaks of thus: 


W hile some portions of the echeme [the Olympian 
system] point us towards an earlier aud also a 
ruder state, and others in the direction of a later 
and corrupt civilization, a third portion reveals 4 
primitive Dasis of monotheism, and ideas in con- 
nection with it, which seem to defy explanation, 
except when we compare them with the most 
ancient of the heathen traditions. 


The suggestion of a basis of monotheism 
in the Homeric system is, it will be observed, 
very faintly urged; and it may well be that 
Mr. Guapstone, who is something of an 
optimist in his way, has in this case permit- 
ted his hopes to interpret forhim. However 
this may be, the opinions of such a man on 
such a question are interesting and valuable ; 
and it behooves us to inquire into the grounds 
of them. 

One character stands out boldly in the 
Olympian system as the representative of 
supersensual ideas. This is the character of 
ATuHEeNeE. Mr. GLapsTone esteems her im- 
portance in Homeric mythology to be next 
to that of Zeus himself, and in purity of 
conception, mission, and imagination she is 
even superior to him. 


Her power is conceived of so highly that it seems 
scarcely to bear a superior. Down to the time of 
Honace she stood as really the second deity in es- 
timation; and in mere precedence she sat by Jove 
at the Olympian banquet, but probably on the left 
hand, with Henna at the right. In the late ages we 
have the fully-develoved legend that she sprang 
adult and full-armed from the head of Zevs. 
— From whence has a conception so power- 
ful and lofty as that of the Homeric Aruges been 
obtained? Most of the Olympian gods, though 
they are all more or less costumed, so to speak, in 
divine attributes, yet seem to carry them as at- 
tached from witnout, and to want the highest basis 
for their cnaracter. In this suolime persunage we 
begin to suspect taat we are dealing with something 
profoundly divine In general terms, 
ber traits are an intellectual supremacy, a perfect 
exemption from iofirmity, a complete detachment 
from the material world and the limitations of 
time and space, worshio apparently untversal, the 
possession of the largest theistic attributes, un- 
wearied activity in toe work of a hiving Provi- 
dence, uncontrolled dowinion over Nature and the 
Mind. She isa goddess, nota god; but 
she has nothing of sex except tae gender, rothing 
ofthe woman except the form. . . . She is 
scarcely ever deserived by epithets of personal 
beauty. Homer has kept Cdrefully in the 
background tbe legena of the i original 
offense which was given by Pants to 
ATHENE and to Hema in aWarding the prize 
of oenatyto Arusootre. it was a Praie legend. 
and did not weil assort with the nobleness of the 
pitture by which he meant to present ATHEXe to 
his countrymen. . She and she aione of the 
whole VUiympian Court stands in such close. 
inward, per-eual relations to thse soul and spirit 
ot tne maividual man, as even to recall the ideas 
which form the main basis of the Hebrew Prater. 


‘Though Mc. GLapsrone thus places ATHENE 
on a pedesta by herself, he admits a kinship 
between her and Aro. la both these 
characters, he says, we have elear indica- 
tious of an order of traditions which, like the 
monotheistic element in the Zevs of the Helloi, 
had run through clearer chaunels than tho e 
either of the Pelaszian Naturecult, or of the 


; 
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liceutious East.” Both were remarkable also | 


for the absence of any palpable trace of 
„the appetitive part” of humanity, which 
disfigures nearly every other character of 
the Grecian pantheon. Tue main differences 
between the two are, that Apotio is less 
traascendent in intellect and less active as a 
Providence. ‘‘In er there is a marked re- 
semblance to the Hebrew tradition of Logos ; 
he rather corresponds with the Seed of the 
woman which was to bruise the ser- 
pent’s head, while the serpent bruised 
the woman’s heel. Every one argues, 
says Tooxe, not regarding the theory of Mr. 
Giapstong, that by Arotro the sun is to 
be understood ; for the four chief properties 
ascribed to Apo.to were the arts of prophe- 
sying, of healing, of darting, and of music ; 
of all which we may find in the sun a lively 
representation and origin.” Mr. Grapsrone, 
however, meets and answers this objection, 
perhaps foreseeing that it would be raised, 
by saying: It is not unlikely that the 
Apotto of Homer's time was associated in 
the religion of Troas with the sun; but in 
the Olympian system the connection is care- 
fully shut out by giving to the sun a well- 
marked, separateindividuality. Elsewhere we 
are told that Mercury and Muverva, instead 
of Apoutio and Minerva, were associated to- 
gether by the Romans; so that if the two 
latter had a common origin and mission they 
had been lost sight of by the less imagina- 
tive people who adopted them as divinities. 

The Homeric Zxos is probably a com- 
pound of many deities representing the 
supreme theistic element of all the religions 
which contributed to make up the system.” 
As the Zeus of the Helloi he appears to bs 
in a particular degree a representative of an 
old monotheism which merges into su- 
premacy in a polytheistic system.” 
He possesses even to redundance those ap- 
petites and passions which are conspicuous 
for their absence in Minerva and AroLLo. 
Side by side with them he has genuine af- 
fections, such as those which make him 
weep for Sarpepon, and that abstract ca- 
pacity in which he represents the higher 
motive power of theism. The very com- 
plexity of the character makes it profound, 
puzzling, and bewildering. It has awful 
majesty, grandeur, and overwhelming power, 
mingled: with gross sensual desires, lust, 
selfishness, and triviality. Mr. GuapsTons 
has well said, in one of the best bits of crit- 
ic'sm in the book: 


He often closely resembles AGawMemNon, but he 
also toucnes upon Fatsrarr. Me owe to him by 
etymology the word **jovial,”’ and it is truly 
descriptive of his character on the human side. As 
the very size and immeasurable waist of FaL«rarr 
have to do with the character of his mind, 80 
largeness in all things is an cnfailing character- 
istic of Zeus. His intrigues are unbounded. tiis 
roguish joy in witnessing from Ida the siruggles of 
an Achaian with a Trojan soldiery may call up the 
recollection of the rich humor of SHAKsPEARS's 
knight on the pepvertng of his recruits. But the 
same sentiment rises out of this miniature to a 
hivker scale and level when he cemes to revel in 
that fierce encounter of the gods, which mates 
Atboxzüs, King below, shudder and bound from 
off ais throne. 


Contrast with the spiritual element in 
Zeus and the natures of Minerva and 
Apotio the character of Hera, the Latin 
Juno. She is of the earth earthy. ‘* Her 
name suggests a substantial identity with 
Era as the earth-goddess.” Except when we 
regard her asa kind of moon to Zeus, shining 
by a portion of his light, her mythological 
attributes are not sharply marked. In the 
Iliad, the circumstances give her a place on 
the side of Troy; but she is made odious 
and contemptible by her weakness and cow- 
ardice, as well as by her merely sensual 
character. She is a member of the Olym- 
pian Court, but one of the last in rank and 
efficacy. She has great power over the forces 
of Nature, and she is purely national. No 
descent from # monotheistic source can be 
traced by her. 

Whoever shall read Mr. Guapstonn’s fruit- 
ful essay may not carry away full faith in the 


monotheism of any of the Homeric mythol- 


ogy: but he will at least derive from them 
an idea of the manner in which the Grecian. 
pantheon was representative of Grecian 
character. Here, indeed, is a theme requir- 
ing treatment even wider and more bold 
than the other; for when once it is estab- 
lished that the Grecian gods were the prod- 
uct in great part of Grecian thought and as- 
pirations, who shall say in what degree other 
religions have been modified by similar in- 
fluences ? 


Mrs. Mary 8. OLIVER has sent to the New 
York Tribunea long document purporting to 
give an account of her alleged relations witb 
ex-Senator SIx ON CAMERON, Whom she has 
sued fora breach of promise, and gives the 
editor the dreadful notice that this is only the 
introduction to a series of letters which she pro- 
poses to furnish upon the same subject.

she bas to sell to become a sort of silent partner 
with herin the business of blackmailing Mr. 
CAMERON,—the newspaper to do the work and 
she to take the money.“ The Tribune then goes 
on to read some of the sensational vewspapers 
a lesson, and to administer a rebuke to them 
that they have long richly deserved. “ When- 
ever any disreputable woman,” the Tribune con- 
tinues, “* chooses to start a dirty storv about 
herself and some conspicuous public man, she 
at once counts that practically one-half the 
press of the country will act as her allies and 
eflicient agents in promoting her blackmailing 
scheme.“ This assumption being correct, 
she goes to her victim and threat- 
ens publicity unless she is paid to 
keep still, and ten to one the victim 
will **come down,” whether innocent or guilty, 
so that the threat of exposure is equaliy potent 
for her nefarious purpose. And it is a shame to 
say it, but it is true, nevertheless, that there is 
a large clement among the respectable portion 
of the community that innucently aids and 
abets this class of biackmailers, to-wit, those 
people who jump at the conclusion that any 
charge against a man’s virtue is true, or that 
„There must de something in it,“ without wait- 
ing for the evidence in the case. Is it because 
mankind and womankind are so bad themselves 
that they always think it safe to believe the 
worst rather than the best? We hope not.

THE BANKRUPT COURT CLOSED. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Mitwavkee, Aug. 31.—The Bankrupt Court 
Closes its doors to-day. At 12 o'clock midnigut 
of this Saturday, the last hour of the last day 
of the last week in the month. the National 
bankrupt eraends. If in everv city and hamlet 
of the land the petitions in bankruptcy disclose 
through the list of creditors as many changes of 
prosperity and adversity, of hopes and fears, of 
gayeties and sadnesses, of brightness and 
gloom, as the same documents do in this city, 
then there will be closed to-night such volumes 
of human love, hate, ambition, rivairy, jealousy, 
fraud, brilliancy, deceit, and every weak- 
mess and every ornament of which 
human nature is capable, as would 
make the fortune of all the novels in a circula- 
ting library, and wreck a dozen such intellects 
as that of Charles Dickens, in describing all oi 
happiness and wo which the roluminous 
record contains. On many of the papers in the, 
Various cases names appear to which are linked 
associations of events in Milwaukee society and 
business during a quarter of a century Which 
combine tragedy, comedy, heroics, and farce in 
an unending mediey. There are closed in vol- 
ume after volume the story of energy, of high 
life, of multifarious ascents and descents, of 
the struggle to keep up an illustrious style 
aiter. the means of doing so had vanishe i, of 
enlarged, honest confidence and mistaken 
faith, of illicit enterprise, illicit gains, illicit 
love, illicit bankruptcy. Pioneers of Milwaukee 
trade and business are there. Men whose debts 
were youngas they wereyoung a generation ago 
are there. The names on business signs ol 
which not only the paint has taded, but the 
grain of the wood has rotted, are there. The 
flow and reflow of human tife, with the marks 
jekt as the tides leave their tallies on the banks 
against which they break, are there. The fond- 
est hopes which decay have left their wrecks 
there. Between now and midnight to-mght 
Edward Kurtz, Clerk of the United States 
Court, will cast his slanting eve over the frag- 
mentary outlines of records of unequaled 
pathos and interest, involving great 
attempts and great failures, the bioom 
of youth wasted in struggles against 
adverse fates; the rose of healtn, of hope, of 
honesty, of good repute; the brave beginnings 
of adventurous and intrepid men, with their 
Anal sad and disastrous overthrow; the lovely 
— silver gloss in which commercial careers 

haye begun, with the dark and dreary fall in 
which their results are clothed. There, folded 
in legal cap-paper, with brinted headings for the 
blanks, and ruied lines for the good and the bad 
items, are startling intimations of all that there 
is bright and all that there is dark in human 
vicissitudes. The Bankrupt Court is closed, the 
door locked, the key thrown away, and a blind 
man hunting for it.

From bapkruptcy to politics is not, as a gen- 
erai thing, a long road in either direction. Both 
ought o be put into the litany so that our 
response would be apt and truthful: * Good 
Lord, deliver us!” 

Reports from Ozaukee County are that the 
delegates to the Democratic Congressional Con- 
vention from that county will be for William 
A. Pors as a first choice or for a complimentary 
vote, and that they will then be cast for P. \ 
Deuster. This is a very probablerum or; for Mr. 
Deuster was brought up in that county, came 
from there to Milwaukee when a young man, 
and learned the trade of printing in the 
office of good, honest old Moritz Schboefller, 
rest and bless his soul. So Deuster may count 
on the four delegates from Ozaukee County. 
There will be five delegates in the Convention 
from Washington County. Doubtiess D. W. 
Maxon will bave two of them. Tue balance will 
be for some local favorite first, and will then go 
for Deuster. Milwaukee County will have twen- 
ty-eight delegates in the Convention, and prob- 
amv Deuster will have half of them, insuring 
his nomination. 

se movement to recall William Pitt Lynde 
to the field as a candidate does not appear to 
flourish. It has been weil talked up, and everv 
effort has been made to move it torward. But 
Mr. Lynde seems to have no positive friends. 
His strength lies in the efforts of those whose 
motto is, Anything to beat Deuster.”’ 

If John Johuston should get home from Eu- 
rope in time, and if he should ‘conciude to go 
into the feld as a candidate, he will be able to 
command a decided strength, aud would be the 
principal competitor against Deuster. As this 
has been horse-race week, a little turf slang can 
be used, which would be about as foliows: Is 
Jobn Jonnston entered for the race, or not?“ 

The two parties are talking about their ticket 
for county officers. The Democrats are espe- 
cially waiting on their Congressional pomina- 
tion. Ii Deuster gets away with that, an Amer- 
ican non-Catholic will become an essential con- 
sideration for the head of the county ticket. 
That means Jotun Bentley for Sherif. If an 
American, or a Scotchmaa, say Lynde or Johm- 
ston, should be nominated for Congress, then 
probabiy A. F. Walischiager will be nominated 
jor Sheriff. Ex-Sheriff Charles Holznauer and 
John Fellenz are also candidates, with some- 
thing like possibilities in their favor. 

For Clerk of tne Court, an unpartant and 
lueratave oflice, the Republicans will nominate 
Julius Wecbselburg, the present incumbeut. 
The Democrats are talking up G. E. Weiss for 
the same office, but he is not likely to be nom 
vated. He has brains, integrity, a thorough 
knowledge of affairs, and would be an efictent 
and competent oflicer. But he has never been 
in any oi the rings, and relies solely on his 
merits as a claim to the oflice. He probabiy 
will not get it on those grounds. 

Lem Elisworth will be the Republican candi- 
date and H. H. Everts the Democratic candidate 
for County Treasurer. 

The contest for the Republican nomination 
for Sheriff lies between Johu E. Eldred and 
Peter Van Vechten.

ABOUT JOHN RYECRAFT. 

A man much in the streets will often see on 
the sidewalk, or at a crossing, or in the street 
where contract work is being done, a man ol 
originally stocky and muscular appearance, but 
who now shows the marks of advancing age, 
except that his hair is unbleached; is eye is 
black and capable of flasnes of fiery enthusiasm, 
but is usually dreamy and dull, as if the eye of 
the mind or heart behind it was looking either 
within or far away, his shoulders are bent as 
if under the weight of heavy burdens, and his 
clothes are those of a working man not well-to- 
do in the world. That is John Rvecraft, the 
real hero of an event which revolutionized Wis- 
consin politically, which stirred the deptbs of 
social order, and which tended more than any 
one thing, except the Kausas-Nebraska legisia- 
tion, to precipitate the conflict between the 
North and the Slave Power which resulted in 
civil war. 

At 9 o’clock a. m., March 11, 1854, S. M. 
Booth, an able, aggressive, enthusiastic Aboli- 
tion fanatic, then publishing a daily paper in 
Milwaukee, received a dispatch trom W. L. 
Utley, of Racine, also a radical Abolitionist, who 
published a newspaper there, that a negro 
named Joshua Glover had been captured near 
that city the night before as a fugitive slave. 
claimed by one Garland, of Missouri, and that 
the United States Marshal (C. C. Cotton) had 
probably run him through to this city. Mr. 
Booth sought an interview with Marshal Cotton, 
who pleaded ignorance oj the affair. Judge 
Andrew G. Miller of the United States District 
Court was then appped to tor information, and 
be said a Warrant fad been issued out of his 
court for the arrest of Glover as an alleged 
fugitive slave, but whetber anv action had beeu 
taken he did pot know. 

It was soon learned that Glover was in Mil- 
waukee County Jail, that he trad been as stated 
seized the night betore in Racine County, and 
bad been brought through over the country 
roads ina close «arriage, in irons, and that he 
had suffered trom sume bruises woh he re 
ceived when arrested. Writs of habeas corpus 
were got out and served on the Sheriff; but he 
answered that the negro was not in lus custody, 
but that ot the Marshal. A sitniiar writ was 
served on the Marshal. 

At noon another dispatch was received from 
Racine, stating that an immense public meet- 
ing was being beid there, and that a body of 
men from there would arrive here on the even- 
ing boat. Booth issued both dispatches in an 
extra. and a public meeting was called, to be 
held immediately. There being no time to get 
out hand-bills, Booth mounted a batd-iaced 
liverv-borse and galluped through tue streets, 
his long hair and Whiskers streaming in the 
wind, and shouting to the top of his voice, 
„ Freemen, to the rescue.“ 

Vigilance committees were appointed at the 
meeting, and the city was in a violent and rivt- 
ous turmoil throughout the afternoon. At 5 
o'clock the Racine crowds arrived; they rein- 
forced the meeting. Keport was made that the 
writ ol habeas corpus would vot be obeyed, iu- 
flammatory speecbes were made, and it Was 
stated that Judge Miller had deciared that tae 
negro would be kept in jati untii Monday mora- 
ing: that his case would then be heard, and 
that if ac was found to bea fugitive he would 
be delivered up. * 

Dr E. B. Wolcott precided at the meeting. 
The late C. K. Watkins was one of the principal 
speakers. John Kyecraft was there thrilled and 
possessed by a tumultuous excitement which 
few men experience in a lifetime.

LAKE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune 

LAKE. Aug. 31.—Tne very low, almost nominal 
assessment of the Stock-Yard packers exempts 
them from their fair proportion of county and State 
tax aswell as town tax. Every citizen in the 
county was interested that this greatest of our in- 
dustries, handling millions of persotal property 
annually, should pay on what it owned May 1. like 
other citizens, a reasonable tax. From such a tax 
it has escaped by the action of our County Board of 
Equalization. The Board accepted a valuation 
that would aggregate not to exceed $75, 000 on the 
whole personal proverty of all toe packing firms. 
here storehouses cover acres and acres of ground, 
and are fullof pork, hams, beef, etc., in process 
of curing or held for sale. How absurd that the 
greatest and wealthiest business in our midst only 
owned $75,000 worth of products May 1. Tae 
irm of Ficid, Leiter & Co. alone is assessed 
$800, 000 on personal property, or over ten times 
as much as is put on all the personal property of 
all tne backing houses atthe Stock-Yaras. How 
was tais broug cht about? 

Let us omit the prevalent charge of undue influ- 
ence by the packers upon the Equalizing Commit- 
tee. But that men, reputed respectable business 
men, should testify as many of these packers did 
vefore the Committee, is most remarkable. A tax 
bill snould be met with as little equivocation and 
us fairly adjusted as any other vil! preseoted in the 
course of business. What one citizen unjustiy 
escapes, other citizens of the town or county must 
pay. It is not a question of law or further legisia- 
tion; but simply that the Town Assessor would not 
do his duty.” The packers did not schedule thei 
property, and the County Board consented to the 
whole arrangement, whereby the other citizens of 
the county have suffered a great wrong. ‘The 
soarce of this great injustice to other taxpayers of 
ihe county i¢ toe .own of Lake King. The town 
operates under a special charter which authorizes 
exorpitant lees. ‘The office of Supervisor alone is 
worth over 30. 000. ‘bo gain these rich offices the 
cancidates must submit to the Stock-Yards and 
packing-houses, as their votes control the town. 
All the packing-horses and Stock- Yards desire 
forthe election isa nominal assessment, waich 
they have vUltained. ‘The taxpayers of the couaty 
sougut relet of the County Board of Equalization 
from this Ring. Taney had been wronged oy the 
partiality (not to call it a worse name) of the Town 
Assessor, but found that tney had been preceded 
by the political or some mysterious influence of 
these great aud weaithy partnerships. Thus en- 
couraged, the Ring may continue to follow the ad- 
vice of the Presoyterian clergyman of Englewood 
and pray (prey) like Muirhead.” 

Of the County Board or Gownof Lake Assessor 
nothing better might nave been expected. But it 
is with a sense of shame I say, that neither the 
apology or hair-splitting of the packers can conceal 
the great wrong they lave done the otner citizens 
of Cook County in putting through this unjust as- 
sessment. Their reapectavilily cannot shield them 
from the righteo.as indignation that tue honest tax- 
payer fecis towards those who take the beneliits of 
our Government, and yet avoid the payment of 
their fair proportion toward its maintenance. 

if thie Ring is to continue. and the Towa Asses- 
sor de but the creature of the packers and the 
Board of Equalization, their agents, it becomes 
the duty of State’s-Attorney Miils to apply the 
criminal law. The last Legislature enacted taat a 
conspiracy of two or more persons to defraud the 
State of Lilinois, or any couaty, incorporated city. 
village, town, or township thereof, in any manner 
or for any purpose, was punishable with imprison- 
ment in the Penitentiary or County-dail not to ex- 
ceed two years. It is easy enough to end the 
Town of Lake Ring if the packers and Stocx- 
Yards desire. Let tne town abandon its extrava- 
gant and infamous speciai charter and reorganize 
under the general law.

People 
bad about gut out of debt; the area of the country 
supplied by Chicago kept on increasing; the de- 
mand for the products of this territory was excel- 
lent, and there w indications that confidence, 
that sentimental but Indispensabie element in busi- 
ness prosperity, was rapidly being restored. An- 
Other banker, whose views are marked by almost 
extreme conservatiem, gave it as his opinion 
that there was certainly an improvement in busi- 
ness this fall compared with tnis time last year. 

The total shipments of currency to the country 
last week were large. The movement was con- 
tinuous ali the week. The price of New York ex- 
change ranged between 60c and $1 per $1,000 dis- 
count. 

The discount market was characterized by a 
moderate and healthy activity. Discount lines 
were as full as the banks desire to have them this 
month in view of the probable demand in the fall. 
Rates were 6@10 per cent to regular customers, 
with lower rates in exceptional cases.

A correspondent estimates that Russia will re- 
port 40, Australia 15, Austro-Hungary 20, Cali- 
fornia 20, India 5, and Chili 5 millions of bushels 
of wheat, the current crop year. Total, 105, 000, - 
000 bu, besides that from the Atlantic slope of 
North America, 

Cash wheat has been at a discount during the 
past week, for the first time in several months. It 
was quite heavy Saturday. The movement of last 
week was a very large one, both from this city and 
from the seaooard, but the visible supply is rapidly 
increasing notwithstanding. This, with the inti- 
mation that the limits on French buyers’ orders in 
British ports had been reduced, made our market 
quite weak, though all operators were not agreed 
in bearish views. The continued large supplies of 
corn also forced prices down in that market, and 
oats sympathized with it, while barley was 
stronger. Provisions were appsrentiy more 
healthy under a better demand both for spot and 
futares, and freights were stronger. 

Dry goods were in fairly active demand and 
were firm. Buyers are now present in goodly 
numbers, and the arrivais are daily increasing. 
Orders by mail also are pouring in from all qnar- 
ters, ana jobbers express satisfaction at the way 
the fall season is opening. Groceries continue to 
meet with a good demand. In prices there were 
no marked changes. Most lines were steady. 
Prices of butter and cheese ranged about the same 
as ou the earlier days of the week and were fairiy 
firm, the former being in active demand and in 
moderate supply. Stocks of cheese are larger, and 
that fact militates against any improvement in 
prices, which continue very low. There was a 
quiet and unchanged fish market. Dried fruits 
met with a fair inquiry, and were steady as pre- 
viously quoted. No changes in oils, paints, and 
colors were noted. Bagging was firm under a con- 
tinued good demand. Leather is moving a little 
more freely. Coal and wood remain quiet. 

The lumber market was quiet, the offerings of 
cargoes being light. The yard dealers report a fair 
demand for common staff. The published price- 
list ie still shaded, but not so often as a week ago. 
The general market is steadier in consequence of 
the reduced receipts and the advance in freights. 
The wool market was steady under a moderate 
Western inguiry. Hides were rm. Broom-corn, 
hay, and salt were unchanged. Seeds were mod- 
erately active and easy, flax declining again under 
free offerings. Poultry was steady. Green fruits 
were in fair request and easier under big receipts. 

Lake freights were less active, bat fully ‘yc 
higher, vessels ready to load being rather scarce. 
The rate on corn by sail to Buffalo was 4c. 
Room was taken for 80,000 ba wheat, 175, 000 bu 
corn, 80,000 bu oats, and 7,000 bu rye. 

Rail freignts were quiet, without change. The 
rates per 100 los on grain are 30c to New York, 
and Jocto New England points; to Baltimore, 
aue. Boxed meats, pork, and iard, Ze more than 
the above figures, and louse meats 10c more than 
grain. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted 
steady at Ie and 15e for corn and wheat to New 
York, and iti4c tor corn to Boston.

THE CRAVER CASE. 

The best newspapers in the country are ex- 
pressing themselves very freely on the Craver 
case. ‘The Syracuse (curler threatens the with- 
drawal of the Stars from the Internationals in 
the following article: 

The Judiciary Committee of the International 
Association have thrown every player in its ranks 
into bad company, by the reinstatement of 
Craver, the Troy broieer. who last year was ex- 
pelledfrom the Louisville Club for some sort of 
dishonoradle practice, along with Devlin. Hall. 
and the other black sheep. We don't care a pin 
whether that expulsion was right or vrong. we 
claim that the vuaiciary Committee were entirely 
unauthorized in the action taken It was in de- 
fiance of the expreased will of the Buffalo Conven- 
tion. which made a constitution with the express 
purpose of protecting the game from the villainies 
of upprincipied men. The Convention voted 
specifically to honor and respect the expulsions of 
the League, in the anticivation mat the League 
would reciprocate in hke cases. The Judiciary 
Committee, however, ignored the honest senfi- 
ment of the Convention, and, after doctoring up 
the constitation—as they had power to do—to 
suit Craver's case, tucy now announce the removal 
of his disability. Ue has taken his place as 
Captain of the Haymakers of ‘Troy, an association 
which recalle to mind the old days of base-bail. 
when the Atiantics and Athietics were the flowers 
of the ue d. and the Haymakers of Lansingourg, 
with the pugnactous Craver at their head, were 
tbe team Who went about trom place to place, on 
tue principie they could lick the ciab they 
couldn't veat.”’ Craver's antecedents are bad, and 
on general principles he should have been kept 
without the pale of the profession when the 
League put him there. It is probable that an 
Association which goes by contraries to ** elevate 
and tosterthe national game of base- dall will 
soon lack foliowers. Certainly the Stars cannot 
afford to remain withitaiter they wind up this 
season. Whatever the League does. it Ges it 
witn an honest purpose. 

The Brooklyn Aaqe (Chadwick) bas the fol- 
lowing: 

The action of the Iaternational Judiciary Com- 
mittee in tac Craver Case, in giving to that expelied 
Louisville player a license to take part in Interna- 
tional Club contests, has vroved, pretty couclu- 
sively, tue foily of the International Convention 
legislation in giving the absolute power into tue 
hands of their Judiciary Committee, which they 
did when they adopted the articic in the constitu- 
tion which allowed that Committee to amend any 
Association law or rule at their option, provided it 
was done by a ‘*unanimous vote of the Com- 
mittee. What has been the result? Simply the 
entire nullification: of the majority vote of the 
Convention which prouidited any player from 
taking part in International Club contests who had 
been expelled either by the International or any 
other Associaiion uni he had been reinstated by 
the Asseefation which expellea him. At the Con- 
vention of February last, delegates from but three 
clubs out of twen.y odd represented could be found 
to uphold the svatem of countevancing dishonest 
play by allowing expelled members to take part in 
their club contests, and these three were Underhill, 
of the Auburn Ciub, who had engaged Devlin. and 
Hall Gowdey, of the Haymokers, who had engaged 
Craver, and Arnold, of the Springtlcid, duo was 
willicg to engage any of the famous quartet. By a 
majority vote the expelled playere were ruled out, 
and the International Association was saved from 
disruption and disgrace. But oy the vote on the 
constitution law which gave such absolute power 
to the Judiciary Committee, an opportunity was 
aflorded the friends of the expelled players to car- 
ry out their views, and they bave succeeded to the 
extent of opening the door to Craver's return, as 
far as they can open it, and no doubt an elfort will 

be made to rehuliiitate the others of the party; for 
if the International Associatioa can allow Craver 
to play they can just as legally let in the other 
three. When the matter was first broached in the 
Committee it was found thata unanimous vote of 
the members conld not be obtained to carry out 
the pian of licensing Craver; so they adopted tne 
plan of substituting a majority vote Clause of the 
ruie in the place of the unanimous vote, 
and when this pas done they fed Craver's 
case by a majofity vote of three out of 
five, Mess?s. Butter, of the Lowells, and 
Gorman, of the Tecumsehs,—to their credit 
be 11 said,—composing the minority.

To 
the surprise of the spectators, the insane bat- 
ters, pitchers, etc., won the game by handsome 
odds, dispiaving great skill and deitness in the 
intricacies Ol the pastime, and evincing quite as 
much pleasure as did the amateurs of sound 
mind. Wherefore the sneerers at baseball 
claim that the game is better suited to lunatics 
than 40 sane persons. 


There has been no little newspaper controver- 
sy about base-balls this season, and there seems 
some reason tor it, too. [he League has been 
using a umform and excellent ball, which bas 
given general satisfaction.

CASUALTIES. 


SIX DAYS ON A LOG. 
Special Diapatch te The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 31.—Last Thursday morning, 
five miles below Chester, on the Illinois shore 
of the Mississippi River, and sixty miles below 
St. Louis, a boy about 7 years of age was found 
in the river floating on the truok of a 
huge cottonwood tree, and from the evidence 
attainable at present it appears certain that the 
little fellow bad been in this perilous position 
five or six days without food. Two farm hands, 
Henry Schultz and Joe Maxey, whe are employ- 
ed on the farm of John, Kleinmater, were cross- 
ing the river in a skiff when they noticed 
the trunk of a tree ing in the water, and 
something lving on the top of it. Their curios- 
ity was excited, and they pulled up to the 
tree, which was about 100 feet long, and 
were astonished at finding that the ob- 
ject was a young boy. The little fellow 
was lying in a kind of holiow which had formed 
inthe trunk. He was unconscious, and in a 
high state of fever, while his wasted form and 
emaciated appearance Lespoke long abstinence 
from food. The two men lifted him into the 
skiff, rowed ashore, and carried him to 
Kicinmater’s farm-house, and medica! assistance 
was called in. The boy remained for twenty- 
four hours in a comatose condition, but vester- 
day he began to give signs of consciousness. 
Stimulants were continually given him, and he 
drank so greedily of beef-tea that tne phy- 
sician had to moderate the quantities. Slowly 
and gradually his pulse began to beat the re- 
newed vigor, and underthe careful treatment 
and nursing he rallied considerably last evening, 
so that the doctors are now sanguive of his ulti- 
mate recovery. He is still unable to converse, 
so that it is not known who he is, or where he 
oe from, or how he got into such a perilous 

x. 
The presumption is that the boy must have 
drifted on the trunk from some point near the 
mouth of the Missouri River, venturing on the 
trunk while it was lying close to the banks, and 
by some means it became detached, and was 
carried down the stream by the current. The 
trunk fortunately was admirably fitted for a 
resting place, as it was gnarled and hollow cen- 
tres were formed m it. Had it not 
been so, he must inevitabiy have met with 
a watery grave. On Wednesday night 
one of the St. Louls bridge watchmen stated 
that he saw a dark object resembling a tree 
floating down the river, but as the nights are 
now dark he did not perceive the boy curled 
up on the top. It is rather strange that 
no steamboat saw the boy. This, however, 
can be accounted for by the fact that navigation 
onthe Lower Mississippi has almost ceased 
owing to the yellow fever. ‘The officers of the 
John B. Maude and Belle of Memphis, the last 
boats up the river, account for their not 
seeing the object on the theory that they 
probably passed it during the night, and as 
there isnow no moon floating objects are not 
likely to be much noticed during the nocturnal 
hours. Besides, the river is so full of floating 
trees that little notice 1s taken of them. 

The little fellow must at least have been float- 
ing onthe trank for five or six days, drifting 
100 miles, during which time he of course had 
no sustenance. The men who took him off the 
tree state that in one place the bark appeared 
gnawed, which would indicate that he had, to 
appease the pangs of hunger, actually nibbled 
and gnawed at tue tree.

WAUKESHA. 

A telegram in yesterday’s Tum from Mil 
waukee conveyed the information that the 
Fountain Spring House at Waukesba was burn- 
ing, but no particulars had been received. From 
dispatches received yesterday it appears that 
the structure was burned to the ground, and 
that the greater portion of the guests had left 
for their homes. 

At ths Pacific Hotel last evening a reporter 
found Mr. H. B. Cleveland, of New York, who 
bad just arrived from Waukesha, and, 
on being interrogated, he said he was 
the first to discover the blaze. He 
retired about 11 o’clock Friday night, but was 
unable to sleep, although he could not attribute 
his wakefulness to any particuiar cause. About 
lw’clock in the morning he noticed a smeil 
which he at first thougntto be that of paint. 
Being restless, he arose and went to the window 
of his room, and while there noticed a flickering 
light on the hotel ice-house. Determined to 
investigate the matter, he rang fora bell-boy, 
and, receiving no response, went down stairs 
to the office, and discovered that the night 
watchman wee not on duty. He then went 
through the dining-room into the kitchen, and 
there tuound a kettle of grease which had been 
left on the range burning furiously, and the 
watchman looking at it. With the assistance of 
Mr. Cleveland the ma tried to smother the 
flames, but without success, and finally Mr. 
Cleveland’s two brothers were called, and, by 
the united efforts of the four, the blaze was 
extinguished. After everybody supposed that 
the fire was out, Mr. Cleveland looked out of a 
kitchen window and discovered that the roof of 
the house was on fire. Ile proceeded to the top 
of the building end saw tilat the entire struct} 
ure was doomed. The guests were then called, 
and made’ their escape in safety, taking with 
them all their baggage. A vigorous effort was 
made to quench the flames, but, 
owing to the fact that the help of the house re- 
fused to work until their effects had been saved, 
and the further fact that there were no fire-en- 
gines in the place, it was not a success. A tel- 
egram for aid in the shape of a fire-engine was 
sent to Milwaukee, but the steamer arrived too 
late to do any good, owing to the 
red tape that had to de gone 
through with at Milwaukee. ‘The fire burued 
slowiy until about 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when it was stopped, the entire bailding 
having been destroved. 

The hotel was owned by Matthew Laflin, of 
this citv, having been built by him in 1873, and 
opened in the summer of 1874 under the man- 
agement of Charles Bissell. In 1875 and 76. B. 
F. Stow had charge, and the last two seasons 
Albert Cleveland was at the helm. It was a 
handsome three-story brick aud stovestructure, 
with mansard roof, about 140x140, and contain- 
ed 149 rooms. One of the most popular sum- 
mer hotels in the West, it was alwavs wel 
patronized, and there were over 200 guests im 
the house at the time of the fire. The cost of 
the building and furniture was $150,000 but the 
loss is less than $90,000, nearly all the latter 
having been gotten out. The insurance is $75.- 
G, of which $55,000 was on the bouse and 
$20,000 on the cow tents, placed as follows:

Among the bills handed the Board yester- 


day was one for $273 from a detective frm for the 
following and arrest of Pomeroy, who is charged 
with black-mailing as Deputy Assessor in the 
South Division, and who is now under indictment. 
It is thought that several similar bills will be pre- 
sented before the offen.ver is brought to justice, 
the impression now being that he has departed 
again for parts unknown. 


The Board held the last meeting of the 
year yesterday, and, reviewing its labors, the 
figures show that the expenses for the last nine 
months have, in most cases, exceeded the appro- 
priations for an entire vear, leaving the county 
macbinery to de run from now until the taxes for 
1875 begin o come iu on absolutely nothing. Not- 
withstanding this condition of affairs, tne Board 
will go forward spending money and issuing orders 
avainst an exhausted Treasury, the mere anticioa- 
tion of which im the last few days has ran the dis- 
count up from 3 to 10 per cent. 


On the motion of Mr. Cleary, Mr. Tabor 
was yesterday donated 85 a day for twenty-seven 
days that he was absent during the last quarter. 
This tung has occurred time and again, and time 
and again bas public attention been called to the 
fact. Tabor has always acceptesa the gift, and will 
accept it thie time, no doubt. which ouvht to bestir 
his constitients to make some effort to ciect a 
healthy person to the Board as his successor this 
fall. The law provides that be shall only be paid 
forthe days he is actually employed (supposediy) 
in the county's interest, anu he has no mort richt 
to be paid out of tue Treasury for being sick and 
visiting the Hot Springs than a =hod-carrier 
has, and the Board in voting him the 
allowance made themselves criminally liable. and 
but for the fact that they draw the Grand Jurors 
they woubl long avo have been prosecuted. 
Mesers. Lenzen and Mever voted avainsc ihe aliow- 
ance, while Spoiford and Wheeler voted ior it. 
The vote is equally strange in each Case. 


The Committee on Equalization of the 
County Board met yesterday morning to complete 
its work, aud found that it was in a dilemma. The 
reductions made in the personal property assess- 
ment inthe South Division bad served to stir up 
those woo had not been reduced, and the com- 
blaints were many and ioud. To follow up the 
recuctions. making the same in ali cases, would 
have resulted in almost wiping out the assessment, 
and with the pressure upon them they ‘knew not 
what to do, and it was impossibie to figure out the 
desired results. At tirst they resolved to order a 
new assesement in the South Town, but after the 
order had been passed the question of autnority 
came up. and a wrangle ensued as to whether they 
couid order a reassessment of the personal prop- 
erty Without also ordering a reassessment of the 
real estate. and in the muddle the County Attor- 
ney was sent for.) He advised witn the Committee 
in private for some time. and the result of the con- 
ference was that it was agreed to reconsider all action 
reducing assessmenis of personal property in the 
South Division, and to report to the Board in the 
afternoon approving the personal property assess - 
ment of the county, excep! in the Town of Hyde 
Park, where a siicht reduction was made. The re- 
port was handed to the Board ia the alternoon, and 
appears substantially in another column.

The other Committees reported on 
pay-rolis and a quantity of bills, and all the re- 
ports were cuncurred in except the pay-rolis of the 
sheriff's office, which elicited a lengthy, foolish,

Mr. Cleary thought the assessment of personal 
proverty in South Chicavo was very high, and in- 
quired whether the reductions reported in the case 
of Field, Leiter & Co. and others, a few days ayo, 
wae correct or not.

on proverty they did not own, etc. 

Mr. Fitzgerald contended that, if the citizens of 
the South Division had been overasseased. it was 
their own fault. They had all had tne opportunity 
to schedule, and subsequently to have the assess - 
ment reviewed, and if they had failed to do their 
duty neither the Assessur nor the Committee 
should be blamed.

THE TOURNAMENT. 
THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
of the National Firemen's Tournament met yester- 


day afternoon at the office of D. J. Lyon, the Sec- 
retary, to perfect all arrangements for the recep- 
tion of President Hayes and the opening of the 
tournament on the morning of Wednesday, the 
4th prox. Appropriations of money were made 
for perfecting all booths and stands which might 
contribute to the comfort of visitors. A cum- 
munication was received from Supt. Seavey tender- 
ing the use of twenty-five policemen on the 
grounds during the tournament. Gen. Stockton 
reported that he had perfected arrangements for 
the securing of carriages for the distinguished 
guesis and members of the Executive and 
Reception Committees. The President of 


the United States will visit the grounds of 
the tournament on Wednesday morning. 
at 10 a. m., accompanied by his Cabinet, and will 
formally open the tournament. The prizes will be 
distributed to the winners at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel on the evening of each tournament day. The 
Committee are very hopeful, and feel assured that 
the tournnment will be a great success. The Com- 
mittee meet for the last time Monday next, at the 
Grand Paciile Hotel, at 4 p. m. 

The programme for the reception has not yet been 
fully made ont, but it will be somewhat as follows: 
Tne President and members of his Cabinet will 
arrive by the Baltimore & Ohio at 8 o'clock at the 
Lake Front depot. Upon his arrival a salute will 
be fired from the battery near the Exposition Build- 
ing. From the depot he will be escorted by the mili- 
tary to the Grand Pacific Hotel. At noon the great 
procession will be reviewed by the Presidential 
party from the Expositign oalcony. In the after- 
noon there will be an excursion on the lake in the 
revenue cutter Andrew Jobnson and a drive 
through the parks. In the evening there will be a 
puodlic reception at the Grand Pacific, and Wednes- 
day the Presidential party will depart for Minne- 
Ota. 

THE TCURNAMENT PROPER 
will begin at Dexter Park on Wednesday. The 
buildings, besides a ‘grand stand, have already 
been put up, and others are in course of erection. 
All of these will be burned up during the four- 
days’ exhibition. The grand stand is 05x50 feet, 
and will seat 4,000 persons. The old stands which 
have always been on the race track are still up, 
and will accommodate many more. Next to 
the grand stand has deen erected a four- 
story engine-house. Its ground dimensions 
are 550x100 feet. This will be one of 
the last buildings to be burned. The upper story 
will be set on tire to exhivit the skill of the Pom- 
pier corps in scaling walls with their ladders. 
lhree very substantial one-story frame cottages 
have been built about 200 feet to the right of this. 
and near by them are #ix substantial two-story 
houses. These will be set on fire one at a time. 
The engines which have entered will, at the sound 
of the alarm of fire. hitch up in their engine- houses, 
run once around tne mile race-track, and then go 
to work upon the fre. Prizes will be given for 
quickness in reaching and putting out the fire, and 
for the use of the least water and the doing of the 
least damage to tue building. The other sports 
will be foot-racing, with and without machines, 
exnioitions by sappers and miners, of the fire- 
alarm te egraph apparatus, and of all kinds of ap- 
paratus used at fires. Prizes are to be given to the 
best brass band and drum corps.

Mr. T. S. Fontleroy, the accountant employed 
ov the Trustees of Hyde Park to investigate the 
Waldron defaication. made his report. He says 
that he finds a balance due from Mr. Waldron to 
the village of $114,032.62, less the sam of $1, - 
633.73 which he paid over to his successor. He 
notes that the Trustees have accepted certain real- 
estate for $30,000 to apply on thie deficiency. It 
was apractice with Mr. Waldron not to enter 
moneys received unti!a monthorso after they 
were received, so that when he reported the Treasury 
overdrawn about 21. 000 in December, 1877, taere 
should have been 8130, 000. One of the ways in 
which the account was kept in good oraer was that 
Mr. Waldron borrowed $50, 000 from a bank, 
ing as security bonds which had been ordered can- 
celed. Then he checked this money from his 
private account to his Treasurer's account, and 
wound up by taking up the note by a check on the 
Treasurer's account. The shortage has increased 
during the year $35,000, but Mr. Fonlteroy says 
that he cannot tell what became of this sum. 
lie says that he can make nothiag out 
of the books of the firm except that 
it was a losing affair from the first, and very badly 
conducted. He thinks 825. 000 an outside eati- 
mate of what can be gained from the assets of the 
firm; but this is offset by liabilities of more than 
that amount, so that the village will not secure 
anything from this source. Tne accountant calls 
attention to the fact that Waldron was a very cx- 
travagant man. He drew $150 a month from the 
firm and $75 net from the village, making 
a net income of $2,700 a year. All this 
time he was living at a rate of over 
$6,000 a year. The accountant cuncludes that 
Mr. Waldron went into business without capital; 
that bis business and personal affaire were oadly 
managed; that he was therefore tempted to use 
the trust funds, and kept on til he had spent 
$75,000. He reports that he has no idea of what 
became of the $55, 000 taken in the last year.

Sixth Annual Congress of the Society fer the 
Advancement of Woman. 

Five years ago a number of the earnest 
women of the country, viewing the failure, 
through lack of conference and organiza- 
tion, of the growing interest in the vital 
social problems of the day to accom- 
plish large and practical results, issued a 
call for a Congress of Women to assembie in 
New York for the purpose of organizing an as- 
sociation which should bring together women 
from all parts of the country for mutual coun- 
sel, suggestion, and the adoption of methods 
for the discussion and elucidation of great social 
questions. In response to this call a meeting 
was held in New York, the result of which was 
the organization of The Association for the 
Advancement of Women.” Since then annual 
mectings have been held in New York, Syra- 
cuse, Chicago, Philade!phia, and Cleveland, and 
the sixth annual Congress wul be held at 
Providence, R. I., Oct. 9, 10, and 11, the sessions 
to be conducted in Low’s Opera-House in that 
city. The Executive Board, at its last meeting 
at Washington in April, decided to issue a list 
of tne subjects treated of at the previous Con- 
gresses for the iniormation of those Who had 
recentiy become members of the Association, or 
who would presumably be glad to do so if in- 
formed of fts objects and its work. The list 
includes several papers on the various subjects 
of education, science, literature, and 

„ the housebold, industries, health. 
and dress, finance, charity, and 
reform, and miscellaneous topics. Papers this 
year will be read by some of the ladies most 
vrominentiv connected with the movement, 
and, from their known reputations as thinkers 
and writers, will be fully up to the standard. 
On the subject of education, contributions are 
expected from Miss Anna C. Brackett, Mrs. 
Emily S. Forman, and others; on the subject of 
science, papers from Mrs. Mary Treat, Mrs. 
Maria L. Owen, Mrs. Maxwell, and others; on 
art, papers from Mrs. Kate N. Doggett, 
Miss Helen A. Eastman, and others; 
on journalism, from Mrs. E. K. Churchill; 
on social science. from Miss Abby W. May, 
Miss Juliette M. Corson, Mrs. A. M. Viaz, Mrs. 
E. 8. Turner, Mrs. A. L. Bristol, Mrs. ©. M. 
Wilbour, Mrs. 8. W. Devoll, M. D., and others.

their stalis the members of the choir all bowed to 
the altar , 

A. C.—Yes, they so salute the altar in that man- 
ner. or more properly the altar cross, because it 
is the symbol of God's abiding presence in His 
Church. 

P. E.—Bat why should they bo to it? 

A. C.—Because bowing the head is a natural 
token of resvect. I might as well ask you why 
you bow to a friend on the street. If poor human 
nature is worthy of our reverence. much more is 
the presence of God, which the cross signifies. 

P. E.—That seems reasonable enough, but will 
you tell me now what those two boys were who 
came in with the priest? 

. C.—They were the acolytes or assistants. 

P. EK. - Why do you have them? 

A. C.—To help the priest in many of the lesser 
details of his sacred duty, in order that he may 
give all his tnought and attention to bis own 
priestly function. 

P. E.—W hat is that? 

A. C.—The consecration and offering-up of the 
Eucharistic sacrifice. 

P. K. — That is a new idea to me; but . does 
the priest wear that peculiar dress? Our Rector 
does not dress in that manner, nor do any of the 
other clerzy that I know in our Church. 

A. C. Ho do they dress? 

P. C.—Somein one wav. and some in another. 
but generally in the surplice and black scarf. 

A. C.—Exactly. No you know, perhaps, that 
the Prayer-Book gives no direction whatever upon 
this subject, and so each priest is left to follow his 
own ideas, or to copy the practice of his neigh- 
bors. Our priest goes back tothe Mother Church 
of England. and takes her rule upon the subject, 
and adopts these vestments, which have tue sanc- 
tion of centuries of Catholic usage. He considers 
this more reasonable than to follow his own private 
fancies in the matter. 

P. E.—Well, I taink itis myself, but I had no 
idea that those vestments were the rule of the 
Church of England. To go to another question, 
why do the priest and so many of the people cross 
themselves at different parts of the service? 

A. C.—In order to recall their thoughts when 
they Wander, and to bring them back to their 
devotions. 

P. E.—How does the sign of the cross do that? 

A. C.—Why, crossing one's seif being a physica! 
actioh, it involves an effort of the will, and so it 
arouses the mind. Again, the sign of the cross 
helps devotion, because it is a creed in action. It 
is equivalent to saving. I believe in God the 
Father Who made me, in God the Son Who re- 
deemed me, and in God tue Holy Ghost Who 
sanctifieth me. 

P. E. Do you suppose that people think ef all 
that every time they cross themse! ves? 

A. C.—I really cannot tell, but I think they are 
more likely to remember what they are about when 
they use such physica! actions as the sign of the 
Cross, and bowing the bead, than when they use 
nothing of the kind at their pravers. 

P. E.—Is there any meaning in the use of incense 


A. C.—Yes. In the Holy Scripture incense is 
used as a symbol of the intercession of our Lord. 
without which no prayer or sacrifice can ascend to 
Heaven. The figure is most appropriate, and the 
practice mort ancient and Catholic. 

P. E. —I plainly perceive that yon have an un- 
bounded admiration for everything that is Catn- 
olic. 

A. C.—Assurediy. seeing that the only Chris- 
tianity which is of Divine origin is Catholic Chris- 
tianity. 

P. C.—Do you mean to say that Protestantiem is 
not of Divire origin? 

A. C.—IndeedIdo. You know very well that 
Protestantism was founded bv Luther and his 
friends, and that for 1,500 years trom the days 
of our Lord the only Christianity in the world was 
the Catholic Church. 

. E.—I must confess that you view things from 
a point that had never entered my mind before. I 
thought that her pure Protestantism was the glory 
of our Church, and you seem utterly to ignore it, 
But, to change the enbject again, will * tell me 
the purpose of that deep-toned bell that was 
struck several times during the latter part of the 
service? 

A. C.—It has much the same purpose for the 
whole congregation as the sign of the cross has for 
the individual worshiper: to recall all wandering 
minds to the dignity of the sacramental mystery. 
It help to briug home to the congregation the great 
truth of the real presence of our Lord in the sac- 
rament of the altar,—atruth which many priests 

nd people seem sadly to ignore. 8 
4 . . bo 1 — that vou believe in the 
actual presence of our Lord in the bread and wine? 

A. C.—I should hardly put it in that way. We 
believe just what our Lord said. Thie is My 
body. and Thies is My blood. In other words, 
we believe that, after the consecration, what was 
before mere bread and wine has now become the 
true body and blood of our Lord, though still re- 
maining under the outward appearance of bread 


and wine. 
P. E. I have always supposed that by the 


worde. This is My body,” our Lord meant, 
Tais signifies or represents My body. 

A. C. - Why should you suppose that He meant 
what He did not say? Surely, if He had meant 
tnat He would have said i. Itseems to me pre- 
sumptuous and impertinent for any man to say it 
is not His body, dut only represents it, when He 
eaid It # my body. At least it is being wise 
above what is written. The Catholic Church has 
a:ways held this simple truth without explanation. 
that the consecrated bread and wine are the body 
and blood of oar Lord. 

P. E.—Sucha view of the Sacrament is funda- 
mentally opposed to all that I have been taught, 
but il must admit that the Bible seems to favor 
your side. And ie this belief the cause of those 
genuflections which] saw made by the priest and 
and acolytes? 

A. C.—Itis. For, you see, if our Lord w ob- 
jectively present upon the altar, itis only reason- 
able to give Him bodily worship. We simply 
behave to the consecrated oread and wine as 
lag A atte nang —ö 2 eo Him in 
His giorious human form upon . 

P. C.—Of course such conduct is reasonable 
enough 12 velieve-in the real If 
Christ is re you you adore Him, 

A. C.—Precisely so. And you will observe that 


Ward to partake, but that the priest alone did 
. Why was that? 

A. C.—I suppose thatthe people had all eaten 
their breakfasts, aud our pastor has told us that 
we Ought not to receive unless we are fasting. 

F. E.—Why does he tell yon that? 

A. C. — Because it is one of the oldest ruies of 
the Catbolic Church, being universa) ever since the 
fourth century, that out of respect to the Holy 
rood it should be tne first to pase the Christians 
lips inthe day. It is on the same general vrinciple 
that we give our first thoughts in the morning to 
God, in prayer, before we enter upon tue world's 
duties. So the first food of the day, when it is 
received, should be the Eucharist. 

P. K. —The idea ie very beautiful. I must admit. 
But I see that we have reached my corner, and 1 
must leave you. I thank you for the pleasant talk 
we have had together. 

A. C.—Notatall, Do you not think that my 
Dusition upon the points which we have discussed 
is very reasonabic? 

F. E.—Well, yes 1 do. To tell the truth, I did 
not think se much could be said on your side of 
the question. I does seem to me, however, that 
you are very like the Roman Catholics. 

A. C. — Of course we are like them in all that is 
Catholic; and soit happens that all these things 
which we have talked about are of that sort. They 
are not peculiar to Rome, only we take them from 
the same common Catholic source with herself. 

. E.—At least you have shown me that I cannot

A. C.—That is true, and I wish that you would

. E. — I trust we shall bave a chance to talk 
again of theke matters.

He will pe very glad indeed to 
have you do so, and you can find him at the church 
always on Saturday afternoons aud evenings, and 
very often at other times.

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GARRETT INSTITUTE. 
A PLEA IN ITS BEHALF. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CAA, Aug. 30.—The Metbodist denomina- 
tion some twenty-two years ago, by the will of 
Mrs. Eliza Garrett, of this city, was made the 
legatee of a large estate, to be beld and used 
exclusively in the maintenance of the Biblical 
Institute at Evanston. In acknowledgment of 
this generous provision for the education of the 
ministry of the Church, the Institute received 
irom her its name, and is known as the Garrett 
Biblical Institute. The estate, placed in the 
hands of the Trustees chosen to administer the 
trust, was composed of unimproved city lots, 
the most valuable of these being located on 
Lake street. Some years before the great fire 
the demand for good business houses in that 
part of the city justified the improvement of 
the property. A fine block of stores was built 
upon the corner of Lake and Market streets, 
which was soon occupied by good tenants. The 
fire of ’71 destroyed this block, but the Trustees 
were enabled to effect a loan, and they immedi- 
ately erected the block now standing upon 
the lot. The property interests of the 
Institute have been so judiciousiy handled 
that it has produced an income of at least 
$200,000, all of which has been used in the sup- 
portoftne school. Upwards of 1,000 young 
men have enjoyed the benefits of the institu- 
tion, a very large proportion of whom are in the 
ministry in different States of the Union, and 

uitea number are missionaries in India and 

hina. Few theological schools have acquired 
So hign a reputation in so short a time as the 
Garrett Biblical Institute. It is venerated by 
the denomination in the Northwest, and the 
citizens of Chicago and of Cook County bave 
cherished towards it a most friendly regard, as 
a monument to thé intelligent piety and liber- 
ality of a Chicago lady. 

The Trustees, in the erection of the building 
known as the Garrett Block, incurred a debt of 
some $90,000, which they felt authorized in 
doing. in view of an annual rental of $25,000. 
With this income, in a few years the mortgaged 
debt would have been canceled, and the whole 
income would be set free for educational pur- 
poses. The shriokage in values, however, re- 
sulting fromthe financial distress of the coun- 
try has 80 diminished the income,— 
more than two-thirds,—leaving barely enough 
to pay for revairs, insurance, taxes, and 
the interest on the debt. With this state of the 
finances the Institute must close unless its 
friends raliy toits aid. e denomination cau 
ill afford to close the on“ theological school it 
has in the Northwest. ‘Phis calamity must be 
averted. There are too many persons of large

fortunes in the Church, and the great majority 


of members are, at least, in such comfortable 
circumstances that it cannot be that an institu- 
tion with such a history and so essential to the 
credit and efficiency of the Church shall be al- 
lowed to die for want of funds. The demand of 
the times for the most amply furnished and thor- 
oughly-trained ministry is aloud protest against 
it. Besides, the increasing number of promising 
young men appiving for admission indicates 


most decisively that the Church will prove 
recreant to both duty and opportunity she 
provide not for the needs of the school. The 


closing of the doors of the Institute for want of 
mone’, with the large and prosperous Church of 
the West and Northwest, would reflect a dis- 
credit upon the name of Christian, to be depre- 
cated alike by saint and sinner. 

The Trustees, we understand, are ererting 
themse'ves to bring the condition of the Insti- 
tute to the attention of the Church. We clip 
from the Advocate the following:

We ask open doors 
and pulpits for the agent, and a cordial reception

CHURCH, DEBTS. 
A PROTEST AGAINST EXTRAVAGANCE. 
, To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 25.—‘‘Owe no man anything, 
but to love one another,“ is a command as wise 
as it is ancient, and which each one of us should 
implicitly obey, as far as in our power, in order 
to secure a share of that serenity, contentment, 
and happiness which God in His mercy has pro- 
vided for those who obey His will. One of the 
great and growing evils of the present day, and 
one which cannot be too severely censured, is 
for bodies of professing Christians, styling 
themselves Christian churches, to run heavily 


in debt for their buildings, and oftentimes in- 
cluding the appurtenances thereto belonging. 
The evil effects of this pernicious, ungodly 
habit grows more and more apparent the 
ottener we take it into serious coneideration. 
Debt, pecuniary obligations in any form, is one 
of the greatest foes to a man’s honesty. His 
best energies become subservient to this, and 
nothing will more effectually destroy his peace 
of mind or entire freedom of will. No necessity 
exists at any time for a body of self-stvied 
Christians to borrow a greater or less amount 
of money (and itis oftentimes greater) to erect 
a palace to worship Godin. The antient patri- 
archs and martyrs for Christ's cause, whose 
honesty, uprightness, and fidelity were only 
equaled by their true zeal and piety, worshiped 
God from the heart and with the understand- 
ing, and oftentimes their greatest joy and 
heavenly serenity were experienced in caves aud 
dens of the earth. God blessed them abundant- 
ly. In these latter times a debt-burdened sanc- 
tuary seems to be the first requisite to a true 
worship of Jehovah. This is not the teaching 
of our great Master by any means. The gold 
and silver for the building of the house should 
first be placed in God’s treasury, and then erect, 
finish, and dedicate it to His glory and the cause 
of Christianity. A pastor and congregation, 
rather than build on credit, ought to preach and 
listep in a rough pine shanty, if need be, lit 
by kerosene or candles, until they 
have raised the necessary funds to pay 
for everything as they go along. Christ’s cause 
would be furthered more, they would set a bet- 
ter example tothe world at large, and their 
preaching and practice would in a measure cor- 
respond. A true Christian does not require a 
Brussels carpet or velvet-cushioned seat on 
credit to raise his beart nearer his Savior ou the 
Lord's day; a rough plank, if he can afford no 
better. will do just as well. Magnilicent chan- 
del for—wiil not light him on his 
to *s throne.

Aud, finally, 
a magnificent structure, with each three or four 
dollar debt-covered stone laid in five cents’ worth 
of mortgaged mortar will not by apy means ce- 
meut the bearts of the congregated worshipers 
more tirinly to their Savior; the shade of a tree 
would be more effective, aud greater blessings 
would descend. Our wérthy Christian friend 
and brother, Mr. Kimball. who abhers debt in 
every lorm, and wit whose success in removing 
this curse from many churches we are well ac- 
quainted, should not incite churchés to careless- 
ness in fuiure. Mr. Kimball may not live al- 
wavs to take hold and remedy their great mis- 
takes. A church built in this fatter day and 
generation, when completed, entirely iree of 
debt to the last cent, would exhibit impressive 
proofs of Divine benignity, and be one of the 


most interesting spectacies that could 
be witnessed upon earth. No debt 
stain would rest ou the beautiful win- 
dows to mar the magnificent rainbow- 


tinted hues shining with such brililancy in the 
noonday sun. No shade of gloom would be 
cast across the hearts of devout worshipers by 
the otherwise beavilv-mortgaged gas-ht chaude- 
hers enc unpaid gas-bills. No diacordant 
sounds would proceed from the bell-tower to 
break the barmony or mar the pleasures of re- 
ligious congregations wending their way to the 
free biessed sanctuary. No anthems of praise 
would resound sweeter ort more perfect than 
the beautiful notes proceeding from the gallery, 
and the organ proclaiming in jovfui tones to 
saint and sinner alike, ** All to Him love.“ 
nothing to mau. No voice would do so much 
good, or carry so much real joy or gladness to 


the eves and hearts of the hearers, as to listen 


in truth and earnestness tO @ pastor’s sermon 
that was paid for, and wafted in heavelv tones 
over a pulpit free from dem. Such 
a church would proclaim itself as 
a beacon light, inviting every wanderer, whether 
rich or poor, to enter ite sacred precincts and 
worship at the footstool of Jehovah. No men- 
ace of accursed debt stood in sharp outlines at 
the foot of the Crose—-repelling many away 
who would otherwise be a blessing to any 
church and community. More heavenly quali- 
ties, godlike attributes, and honest motives, 
would be conceded to many pastors and flocks 
by the people of the world, if, at the dedication 
of their church, they could show full receipted 
bills tur everything, from foundation to spire- 
top. Then indeed the house would be the 
Lord's, and the fullness thereof, and wonderful 
in our eyes; then indeed the tapering spires 
would seem like angel fingers — toward 
the sky iu holy love and gratitude. But this 
is rarely or ever realized. Instead may be seen 
in bold outlines the handwriting on the wall, 
and immediately underneath the words, “Ip 
debt.“ 

Why many pastors, and more Trustees, should 
advocate a system fraught with so much misery, 
in every way antagonistic to the true principles 


of Christianity, passes our comprehension. This 
bad, sinful habit is entirely at variance with 
Bible teaching, and coutrary to God’s law. De- 


bating clubs are seen on almost every corner on 
the Lord's day questioning the motives of pro- 
fessing Christians, as they pass and repass in 
their gaudy attire, while the buildings in which 
they profess to worship God are weighed down 
with gebt. These things ought not to be. 
Build your church on the rock, Christ Jesus, 
free of all incumbrance, giving no occasion to 
the adversary to speak reproachfullv; then you 
may indeed expect the blessing promised you.

I might as well ask you why 
you bow to a friend on the street. If poor human 
nature is worthy of our reverence, much more is 
the presence of God, which the cross signifies. 

P. E.—That seems reasonable enough, but will 
you tell me now what those two boys were who 
came in with the priest! 

A. C.—They were the acolytes or assistants. 

P. E.—Why do you have them? 

A. C.—To help the priest in many of the lesser 
details of his sacred duty, in order that he may 
give all his tnought and attention to his own 
priestly fonction.

He considers 
this more reasonable than to follow his own private 
fancies in the matter. 

P. E.—Well, I taink itis myself, but I had no 
idea that those vestments were the rule of the 
Church of England. To go to another question, 
why do the priest and so many of the people cross 
themselves at different parts of the service? 

C. —In order to recall their thoughts when 
they wander, and te bring them back te their 
devotions. 

P. E.—How does the sign of the cross do that? 

A. C.—Why, crossing one’s seif being a physica! 
action, it involves af effort of the will, and so it 
aroases the mind. Again, the sign of the cross 
helps devotion. because it is a creed inaction. It 
is equivalent to saving. ‘*I believe in God the 
Father Who made me, in God the Son Who re- 
deemed me, and in God tuje Holy Ghost Who 
sanctifieth me. 

P. E. Do you suppose that people think ef all 
that every time they cross tuemse! ves? 

A. C.—I really cannot tell, but I think they are 
more likely to remember what they are about when 
they use such physica! actions as the sign of the 
Cross, and bowing the bead, than when they use 
nothing of the kind at their pravers. 

P. E.—Is there any meaning in the use of incense 
in the Church? 

A. C. — Les. In the Holy Scripture incense is 
used ae a symbol of the intercession of our Lord. 
without which no prayer or sacrifice can ascend to 
Heaven. The figure is most appropriate, and the 
practice most ancient and Catholic. 

P. E.—I plainly perceive that yon have an un- 
pounded admiration for everything that is Catn- 
olic. 

A. C. — Assuredly. seeing that the only Chris- 
tianity which is of Divine origin is Catholic Chris- 
tianity. 

P. 8 Do you mean to say that Protestantiem is 
not of Divire origin’ 

A. C.—IndeedI do. You know very well that 
Protestantism was foonded bo Luther and his 
friends, and that for 1,500 years trom the days 
of our Lord the only Christianity in the world was 
the Catholic Church. 

E. I must confess that you view things from 
a point that had never entered my mind before. I 
thought that her pure Protestantiem was the glory 
of our Church, and you seem utterly to ignore it, 
But, to change the subject again, will yon tell me 
the purpose of that deep-toned bell that was 
struck several times during the latter part of the 
service?

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GARRETT INSTITUTE. 
A PLEA IN ITS BEHALF. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 30.—The Metbodist denomina- 
tion some twenty-two years ago, by the will of 
Mrs. Eliza Garrett, of this city, was made the 
legatee of a large estate, to be beld and used 
exclusively in the maintenance of the Biblical 
Institute at Evanston. In acknowledgment of 
this generous provision for the education of the 
ministry of the Church, the Institute received 
irom her its name, and is known as the Garrett 
Biblical Institute. The estate, placed in the 
hands of the Trustees chosen to administer the 
trust, was composed of unimproved city lots, 
the most valuable of these being located on 
Lake street. Some years before the great fire 
the demand for good business houses in that 
part of the city justified the improvement of 
the property. A fine block of stores was built 
upon the corner of Lake and Market streets, 
which was soon occupied by good tenants. The 
fire of ’71 destroyed this block, but the Trustees 
were enabled to effect a loan, and they immedi- 
ately erected the block now standing upon 
the lot. The property interests of the 
Institute have deen so judicioasiy handled 
that it has produced an income of at least 
$200,000, all of which has been used in the sup- 
port ofthe school. Upwards of 1,000 young 
men have enjoyed the benefits of the institu- 
tion, a very large proportion of whom are in the 
ministry in different States of the Union, and 

uitea number are missionaries in India and 

hina. Few theological schools have acquired 
s0 hign a reputation in so short a time as the 
Garrett Biblical Institute. It is venerated by 
the denomination in the Northwest, and the 
citizens of Chicago and of Cook County have 
cherished towards it a most friendly regard, as 
a monument to the intelligent piety and liber- 
ality of a Chicago lady. 

The Trustees, in the erection of the building 
known as the Garrett Block, incurred a debt of 
some $90,000, which they felt authorized in 
doing. in view of an annual rental of $25,000. 
With this income, in a few years the mortgaged 
debt would have been canceled, aud the whole 
income would be set free for educational pur- 
poses. The shrinkage in values, however, re- 
sulting from the financial distress of the coun- 
try has 50 Giminished tbe income,— 
more than two-thirds,—leaving barely enough 
to pay for repairs, insurance, taxes, and 
the interest on the debt. With this etate of the 
finances the Institute must close unléss its 
friends rally to its aid. e denomination cau 
ill afford to close the on“ theological school it 

has in the Northwest. his calamity must de 
averted. There are too many persons of large 
fortunes in the Church, and the ereat majority 
of members are, at least, in such comfortable 
circumstances that it cannot be that an institu- 
tion with such a history and so essential to the 
credit and efficiency of the Church shall be al- 
lowed to die for want of funds. The demand of 
the times for the most amply furnished aud thor- 
oughly-trained ministry is aloud protest against 
it. Besides, the increasing number of promising 
young men appiving for admission indicates 
most decisively that the Church will prove 
recreant to both duty and opportunity if she 
provide not for the needs of the school. The 
closing of the doors of the Institute for want of 
mone\, with the large and prosperous Church of 
the West and Northwest, would reflect a dis- 
credit upon the name of Christian, to be depre- 
cated alike by saint and sinner. 

The Trustees, we understand, are ererting 
themse'ves to bring the condition of the Insti- 
tute to the attention of the Church. Weclip 
from the Advocate the following:

CHURCH DEBTS. 
A PROTEST AGAINST EXTRAVAGANCE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuaicaco, Aug. 25.—‘‘Owe no man apything, 
but to love one another,“ is a command as wise 
as it is ancient, and which each one of us should 
implicitly obev, as far as in our power, in order 
to secure a share of that serenity, contentment, 
and happiness which God in His mercy has pro- 
vided for those who obey His will. One of the 
great and growivg evils of the present day, and 
one which cannot be too severely censured, is 
for bodies of professing Christians, styling 
themselves Christian churches, to run heavily 


in debt for their buildings, and oftentimes in- 
cluding the appurtenances thereto belonging. 
The evil effects of this pernicious, ungodly 
habit grows more and more apparent the 
ottener we take it into serious coneideration. 
Debt, pecuniary obligations in any form, is one 
of the greatest foes to a man’s honesty. His 
best energies become subservient to this, and 
nothing will more effectually destroy his peace 
of mind or entire freedom of will, No necessity 
exists at any time for a body of self-stvied 
Christians to borrow a greater or less amount 
of money (and itis oftentimes greater) to erect 
a palace to worship Godin. The ancient patri- 
archs and martyrs for Christ’s cause, whose 
honesty, uprightness, and fidelity were only 
equaled by their true zeal and piety, worshiped 
God from the heart and with the understand- 
ing, and oftentimes their greatest joy and 
heavenly serenity were experienced in caves aud 
dens of the earth. God blessed them abundant- 
ly. In these latter times a debt-burdened sanc- 
tuary seems to be the first requisite to a true 
worship of Jehovah. This is not the teaching 
of our great Master by any means. The gold 
and silver for the building of the bouse should 
first be placed in God’s treasury, and then erect, 
finish, and dedicate it to His giory and the cause 
of Christianity. A pastor and congregation, 
rather than build on credit, ought to preach and 
listep in arough pine shanty, if need be, lit 
by kerosene cr candies, until they 
have raised the necessary funds to pay 
for everything as they go along. Christ's cause 
would be furtuered more, they would set a bet- 
ter exampie tothe world at large, and their 
preaching and practice would in a measure cor- 
respond. A true Christian does not require a 
Brussels carpet or velvet-cushioned seat on 
credit to raise his beart nearer his Savior on the 
Lord's day; a rough plank, if he can afford no 
detter. will do just as well. Magnilicent chan- 
deliers—not paid for—wiil not licht him un his 
pathway auv nearer to God's throne. The 
modest hand-lamp will do just as well, even if 
he has to it to church, and if it 1 good

not help them in their attempt- 
jahs,*which sbould only ascend 
om contrite and honest hearts. Aud, finally, 
a maguſucent structure, with each three or four 
dollar debt- covered stone laid in five cents’ worth 
of mortgaged mortar will not by apy means ce- 
ment the hearts of the congregated worshipers 
more firinly to their Savior; the shade of a tree 
would be more effective, aud greater blessings 
would descend. Our wérthy Christian friend 
and brother, Mr. Kimball. who abhers debt in 
every lorm, and with whose success in removing 
this curse from many churches we are well ac- 
quainted, should not incite churchés to careless- 
ness in fuiure. Mr. Kimball may not live al- 
wavs to take hold and remedy their great mis- 
takes. A church built in this latter day and 
generation, when completed, entirely iree of 
debt to the last cent, would exhibit impressive 
proofs of Divine benignity, and be one of the 
most interesting spectacles that could 
be witnessed upon earth. No debt 
stain would rest ou the beautiful win- 
dows to mar the magnificent rainbow- 
tinted hues shining with such brilifancy in the 
noonday sun. No shade of gloom would be 
cast across the hearts of devout worshipers by 
the otherwise beavily-mortgaged gas-lit chaude- 
ners ond unpaid. gas-bills. No discordant 
sounds would proceed from the bell-tower to 
break the barmony or mar the pleasures of re- 
ligious congregations wending their way to the 
free blessed sanctuary. No anthems o praise 
would resound sweeter or more perfect than 
the beautiful notes proceeding from the gallery, 
and the organ proclaiming in jovfui tones to 
saint and sinner alike, All to Him (owe. 
nothing to mau. No voice would do so much 
good, or carry so much real joy or gladness to 
the eves and hearts of the hearers, as to listen 
in truth and earnestness to a pastor’s sermon 
toat was paid for, and wafted in heavelv tones 
over a pulpit free from debt. Such 
a church would proclaim itself as 
a beacou light, ivviting every wanderer, whether 
rich or poor, to enter its sacred precincts and 
worship at the footstool! of Jehovah. No men- 
ace of accursed debt stood in sharp outlines at 
the foot of the Cross—xrepellme many away 
who would otherwise be a biessing to any 
church and community. More heavenly quali- 
ties, godlike attributes, and honest motives, 
would be conceded to many pastors and flocks 
by the people of the world, if, at the dedication 
of their church, they could show full receipted 
bills for everything, from foundation to spire- 
top. Then indeed the house would be the 
Lord's, and the fullness thoreof, and wonderful 
in our eyes; then indeed the tapering spires 
would seem like angel fingers pointing toward 
the sky iu holy love and gratitude. But this 
is rarely or ever realized. Instead may be seen 
in bold outlines the handwriting on the wail, 
and immediately underneath the words, “In 
debt.“ 

Why many pastors, and more Trustees, should 
advocate a system frauzht with so much misery, 
in every way antagonistic to the true principles 
of Christianity, passes our comprehension. This 
bad, sinful habit is entirely at variance with 
Bible teaching, and coutrary to God’s law. De- 
bating clubs are seen on almost every corner on 
the Lord’s day questioning the motives of pro- 
fessing Christians, as they pass and repass in 
their gaudy attire, while the buildings in which 
they profess to worship God are weighed down 
with gebt. These things ought not to be. 
Build your church on the rock, Christ Jesus, 
free of all incumbrance, giving no occasion to 
the adversary to speak reproachfullv; then you 
may indeed expect the blessing promised you.

The oldest Protestant Episcopal Church now 
in use in New England is at Marblehead, iu Mas- 
sachusetts. From the parish records it appears 
that the church was erected in 1714, though the 
parish must have been founded some years be- 
fore that date.

The New 
Testament is printed, avd it is expected that the 
Old Testament, in the Arabic and Armenian 
characters, will be printed in September. 


The Rev. Mr. Masden, one of the most emi- 
nent clergymen in Philadelphia, has secured the 
use of a beer garden in which to hold Sundav- 
afternoon religious services. The garden is the 
resort of great crowds of people. Mr. Masden 
will begin operations to-day, and take his choir 
with him. 


‘the Jewish Messenger remarks that when 
Richard Cœur de Lion conquered Cyprus in 
1171 he gave orders that no Jew should be 
present at the ceremony which completed the 
conquest; and that now, eight centuries after- 
— Euglaud has to thank Benjamin Disraeli 
for its new possession. 


The Foreign Office of Great Britain has ar- 
ranged that the Bishop of (Gibraltar shal] bave 
superintendence of apy interests which the 
Church may have in Cyprus. When the Bish- 
vpric of Gibraltar was founded, it was specially 
provided that the Bishop should “superintend 
the British congregations in Gibraitar and 
Malta, and on the sbores and in the islands of 
the Mediterranean Sea.

“hese brethren have made all the bricks used 
in the foundation, and intend to ao with their 
owp hands most of the work ou the bouse. 
The church membership, which has been on the 
increase ever since 1803, now numbers about 
2.250 colored folks. No other Southern church 
can show such a roll except that of Pastor John 
Jasper, in Richmond. 


A clergyman in Melbourne has found an 
effective means of swelling the contributions of 
his people. For some time there had been an 
increase of threepenny pieces, to the exclusion 
of sixpences and shillings. He determined to 
put a stop to the decline at once, and instead of 
paying the weekly offertory of threepenaies into 
the local bank, he quietiy placed them one side 
every week until some £90 of small coin had 
been withdrawn from circulation. Sixpences 
and shillings then took their place in the plate, 
as the result of the good man’s “corner” in 
threepenpies.

THE DRAMA. 
* DIPLOMACY.” 

The marked success which has attended the 
of “Diplomacy” at McVicker’s 
Theatre is matter for sincere congratulation 
alike to the management, the actors, and the 
public. It was instantly recognized as a work 
of rare merit, and the continued enthusiasm 
over the performance must be accepted as a cer- 
tificate of good sense and capacity to discrimi- 
nate between the false and the genuine in dra- 


matic art. The production of the play 
in with 


component parts of the company consequent 
upon the death of Montague, it was predicted 
by the chronic misfortune-mongers that a suc- 
cessful representation could not be had, and all 
sorts of evil omens were reported as preceding 
its production here. That they were all wrong 
bas been proved by the very satisfactory per- 
- formances of the past week, with but one of the 
original Montague company remaining in the 
cast. It should be borne in mind, however, 
that Diplomacy is not a one-man or one- 
woman play, but one requiring equal excellence 
in different lines of business in the majority of its 
eTponents, and a company has been formed which 
thoroughly enters into the spirit of the work, 
and succeeds in placiug before us a striking and 
vigorous translation of the author's intention 
in nearly every part. Extreme potisb and bigh 
finish appear to bave been the characteristics of 
the origina) performance in New York, while it 
was thought to be lacking in those impromptu 
touches of nature which at once captivate an 
audience and lead them away from the con- 
sciousness of stage deception and artificiality. 
As given by the present combination there is a 
freshness and spontaniety which makes amends 
for verfect finish and enhances the interest in 


this, one of the ripest, purest, and strongest 
-dranias that have yet emanated from Sardou’s 
fertile brain. 5 2 
As a viece of dramatic mechanism, Di- 
plomacy is as near perfection as we can hope 
for in this period of theatrical patchwork. Few 
or none of the incidents and situations can be 


called creations, yet they are so happily mar- 
ried and so admirably introduced as to have all 
the crispness and interest of originality. Every 
little point seems to have its bearing upon the 
progress of the action, to assist in its develop- 
ment, and intensify the denouement. 
From the first to the last the audience 
is kept on the gui vive, and it 
has been a notable, because very unusual, 
incident that hardly aspectator bas yet been 
scen to move until the fall of the curtain, so 
un perceptibly vet surely are they led on tu take 
an interest in the culmination of events. Again, 
the characters, although equal in aitractivn, and 
having an equal share in the business’’ of the 
piece, are so distinct in individuality, and so 
typical of a peculiar phase of lile, that no undue 
promipveuce is given to one over another. We 
sympathize with the tempest-tossed /uiian, and 
feel for the undeserved agonies of Vora; become 
curiously alive to the political intrigues of 
Baron Stem, aud evter feelingly intothe unhappy 
fate of Uriof. Even the wicked Zicka, who isa 
self-confessed traitress, spy, and thief, comes in 
for a share of our pity at the end,—and this we 
ard as a masterstroke of theatrical mgenuity. 
‘aking the dramatis persona as they are rep- 
resented in the present cast, it is rarely that the 
eritic has the pleasurable task of recording so 
much commendation, or registering so little 
blame. Avery happy selection was upyues- 
tiovably made in bringing Mr. Maurice Bar:y- 
more here to fili the piace of Montague. We 
never saw Mr. Montague, and therefore cannot 
wWesume to make anv comparison between the 
two performances, bearsay evidence being very 
properly ruled out in Such a case. Intelligent 
observers who have seen both declare that, wbue 
lacking that repose which was one of the 
charms of the deceased actor’s performance, 
Barrymore’s impersonation is wore impassioped 
and litelike. 10 a tall, well-lormed figure, a 
pleasing countenance, aud a good voice, this 
young actor adds an easy and graceful posses- 
sion of the stage, a weil-bred manner iv all he 
does, and an artistic pose in the most critical as 
weil as the most unstudied attitudes. With 
true artistic instinct, he begins at the bottom of 
the scale, and, from a uouchalance and careless 
frecdom, in the vpening act, rises by 
easy, almost imperceptible, degrees to 
a height of emotional passion aud 
pathos which carries the spectator cutirely into 
full sympathy with bom. ia the turd act, 
where the difference with Dora culminates, he 
is especially fine, and im the intense struggle 
between honor and love, destiny and dutv, be 
proves nimself au actor of aiugular power an 
rare promise. . 
Mr. Fred Warde's Henry Beuuc ere is to our 
mind the most captivating cole in the play, and 
his idea of the character seems to be a very 
artistic and truthful imterpretation of the au- 
thor’s meaning. Wallack, who took the same 
rt in New York, made him a thoroughly 
lase fellow, which is hardly consistent with 
the share he has in the surrounding troubles. 
Mr. Warde makes bim a thorough man of the 
world, but not a used-up man ot fashion, 
seeking merely a novel sensation in the unravel- 
ing of a diplomatic mystery. On the contrary, 
he gives us a tugh-souled geutleman, jealous of 
his brother’s honor, coolly and calmly going to 
work with uncrring iustinct to unravel the 
wWickedly-woven web of malice which bas en- 
tangied him in te meshes. His acting is so full 
Oo} neat points and suggestive by-play that the 
Attention cannot for a moment be diverted from 
it without losing a point. His cool, sarcastic 
treatment of Baron Sten, his interview with 
L cha, aud his clever assumption of the detect- 
ive, aided by the odor of lotus-bloom, are all 
admirable in their way, aud make the character 
shine out as really the most agreeable to con 
template in the whole group As the only 
‘original member of the Diplomacy“ party, be 
is, of course, thorouguly at home in his part, 
and knows to a hair's breadth where to piace his 
cannon to take the house by storm. ’ 
Mr. W. F. Edwards has a certain awkward- 
ness Of manner which evidently hinders him 
from giving a free expression of his idea in the 
secondary part of Cre. He is, however, gv 
couscicntious im his cifurt as to make one real- 
fly overiouk these dciects. Neither iu the 
nor the impassioved mood does 
beguile our fancy from 
Ficiality of the scene, and 
altogether too conscious of acting to impress 
upon his wer a sense ol reality. lu the 
minor part of A ge Farfaz, Ruland Reed de- 
serves Commendation for the unobtrusive yet 
pointed way in which be manages to give an w- 
dividuality to so slight a sketch. We wish we 
could conscientiously bestow the like approval 
upon Mr. Hary Pearson's rendition of the 
Barum Stein. This has hitherto been made ove 
of the fluest artistic hits of the piece, although 
it is little more than a character sketch. Mr. 
Pearson seems to have failed to grasp the au- 
thor’s idea, and presents a rather colorless aud 
featureless portrait, which is surprising in an 
actor of his unquestioned ability and keenpess. 
In the Countess Zicka Miss Affie Weaver makes 
the most of what is certainly a most unlovely 
Dart. With a little too much conventionality of 
ner and tone, she succeeds in keeping alive 
a genuine rest in the character, and where 
pathos is teeded she fairly rises above berself 
and Des a responsive chord in the hearts of 
her bearers. There is too much theatrical lap- 
trap in ber raid upon the dispatch-vox, and

Messrs. Wheat & Cornett, publishers of a 
series of plays under the title of New York 
Drama.“ have just issued a translation of Emile 
Augier’s beautiful comedy, entitled * Les 
Fourchambault.“ which had a distinguished 
success last year at the Theatre Francais, Paris. 
The work of auslation and adaptation has 
been done by Mesers. Julian Magnus aud H. C. 
Buover; Mr. Maruus is one of the authors of 


Claras Morris play of Conscience,“ and is a 


success ul playwright; Mr. Banner is the editor 
of Huck, which is only known in dramatic mat 
ters lor feeble paragraphic slurs op the drama. 
The translation follows the origmal very ciosely, 
with a transposition of a couple of scenes tbat 
furniso more effective endings for two of the 
acts. Perhaps. it is not surprising that the Eu 
vlish dialogue is not so brilliant as the original 
French, tor beauty and svrigatimess of language 
is <Augier’s distinguishing characteristic 
among the Freuen dramatic writers; it 
is a humiliating reection, nevertheless, thet 
American writers thiuk they must eliminate 
classical allusions and the more delicate jeus 
Gerit for igck of appreciation ou the part of 
American audiences. It was also a dramatic 
error, we think, to make Léeguid (young 
Fourchambaw i) so mean-spirited as to encour- 
age his mother in her refusai to assist his father 
wheu the latter was threatened with bank- 
ruptcy; Augier did not tall ioto this error, be- 
cause he knew that it would be iaconsistent 
With the young man’s subsequent generosity, 
as well as with his general character, which was 
frivolous but vot low Hung. Tae American 
version of Les Fourchambault”’ has recently 
beep produced in Sau Francisco with consider- 
able success, anqther, by Stanley McKenna, is 
announced for production by Miss Claxton in 
New York: itis not unlikely that most of the 
leading theatres will produce the play, but the 
present translation is probably the only one that 
will be published: it will enabie the theatres 
generally and amateur associations to secure an 
early production, and it will bring a beautiful 
French play to American readers whe do pot 
understand Freuch.

Already eight American plays are 
promised for the coming seasou, and there is no 
telling where this thing will stop. Len Grover 
says they (the dramatic authors of America). 
were already no incunsiderable bodv.“ Mercy 
on us! he don’t know what be is talking about. 
Inconsiderable body forsooth! Why, in this in- 
considerable section of the West alone there are 
untoid thousands of them with unproduced 
plays in their pockets. They will alt join the 
Association, and there are enough of them to 
get a bill through Congress which wil! effec- 
tual y prevent the importation of any foreign 
material. Howe industry must be encouraged. 


Play-going people here have been crving aloud 
to the managers to lower their prices, but if 
they look abroad thev will find that the Ameri- 
can public is not so badly used after all as the 
people on the otber side of the water. Here is 
a note from a London correspondent: ‘“ The 
prices of admission are much nhigner than those 
of American theatres. The prices are: For 
private boxes, holding three, in American mon 
ey, 810.30; parquetie, $2 for each seat; dress 
circle, $1.25; the two back benches of the drese 
circle, 75 cents; gallery, 25 cents. The vit is 
the rear of the parquette. At these prices the 
Royal Strand, if full, would vield per night 
£373. We have found them all about two-thirds 
full. Then they charge about six cents for a 
programme, and the ladies pay a half shilling 
for the privilege of banging up their bonnets in 
a room about ten feet square.“ Aud yet they 
don’t owl about it. 


A popular pastor (it was not Henry) sat in his 
parlor one afternoon.

“My friend is anx- 
jous about her eoul, and I aw desirous to lead 
ber to Jesus if | can, though I may not be 
worthy myself.“ Many people are certain that 
an actress can have no religious emotions. But 
here is a popular woman—therseif excluded 
from grace, in her own judgment—seeking help 
tor a lust one, and in her own words. anxious 
to lead her friend to Jesus.“ The minister is 
an eminent pastor; the actress was Clara Morris. 


The “Little Church Around the Corner” 
has been outcoue bv the Rev. Dr. A. L. Stone. 
of San Francisco, from whose puipit Walter 
Leeman, the oldest actor on the Pacific coast. 
delivered a sermon on the life of Mr. Brewster, 
the late dramatic editor of the A ta Ca ‘fornia. 
The fact suggests possibilities that had not ret 
presented themselves. If the pastors of some 
of the New York churches, where there has been 
a falling-off in attendance, could arrange for a 
few funerals with first-class actors to officiate 
there is no doubt that there would be a revival 
of business. Mr. Lester Wallack, for instance. 
who is the most effective of mourners, would be 
doubly impressive in paving the last tribute to, 
say, the dramatic writer for a Sunday paper. 
F. B. Warde is by nature a preacher, and he, too, 
would perform the clerical office well. The bic. 
deep, sonorous voice of John McCuilough would 
come in finelyinthe amens. Edwin Booth could 
intone the opening lessons of the service with 
musical effect, Lusty Dan Harkins and Charles 
fnorne would both adorn the pulpit as they 
grace the stage, and there are a whole score of 
other people such as Coghlan, Lewis, Jefferson, 
Rankin, Owens, and the rest, who, while turn- 
ing an hovest penny tor themselves, might also 
turn several pennies into the coffers of the 
poorer churches. There really is no reason why 
theatrical funerals should be confined to theatri- 
cal people. And, perhaps, if some of our 
preachers would act better, there would be a 
marked improvement in the condition of the 
churches.— New York Erpreas.

1 
have been there! If you can imagjne four acts 
of conglomerate which might bave been the 
joint product of Mr. Joseph Cook and Mr. Re- 
vivalist Moody,—if you can imagine that those 
two have bent their stupendous energies to the 
task of stringing together four acts of ineffably 


strength. It will be | 


dreary platitudes on the goody-good 

then you can describe “Olivia.” Mr. W. G. 
Wills, of London, is its author, I believe, and 
from the fact that he has achieved a good deal 
of reputation across the water I don’t like to 
accept this insufferable mess of balderdash as a 
sample of his work. That is because my re- 
spect for the British public is too profound to 
admit of belief that they would allow a man to 
write such plays habitually- and live. 

“OLIVIA,” AS 4 WORK OF ART, 

is a good deal like what would be the result of 
an attempt to dramatize a leading editorial in 
the ionalist, or the news summary of 
the Christian at Work. It is a bore. Miss 
Davenport will never in this wide, wide world 
play the piece through the country an entire 
season. The people won't have it, and they 
won't have Miss Davenport in the lead- 
ing role. She is overwhelmed by the 
enormous odds which the playwright has 


amassed against ber, She is apparently 
cowed by the task of raising her part from its 
mire; and she walks through the play a good 
deal as I have seen actresses who were unex- 
pectedly called upon to play a part and were in 
consequence obliged to read the lines. Linda 
Dietz, Eugenia Paul, Mrs. Poole, Charles 
Fisher, and Edwin Price were the only ones in 
the cast who struggled through with any at- 
tempt at acting. Aud, if they rose above the 
very poor level of their associates, the play was 
not to be thanked for their success. It was @ 
clear triumph of mind over matter. 
YOUNG STEVENSON—" PRETTY CHARLEY,” 

as he’s sometimes called—played the villain; 
and ne played him villainously, it may be re- 
marked. The first time the audience laughed, 1 
thought he was playing a comedy part and had 
said something funny; but 1 learned alter a 
while that the people tittered because 
he was so infernaliy bad. That is the 
way a New York audience expresses its 
disapprobation. In Boston they hiss: m Chica- 
go they rise up and leave; in St. Louis they get 
the girl with the smallest foot in the house to 
stamp on the floor. and thus drown all other 
sound in the roar of crackling timbers; but in 
New York they only sit still and titer. It is 
genteel, and it drives the actors wild.

Te@gsclect the prize 
pieces was the pleasing tasky awarded to five 
musical gentiemen, aud in order to arrive at a 
better judgment the resorted to the curious 
expedient of actually trying the pieces. So for 
three weeks, twice a day, the much-enduring 
chorister, Prof. T. Martin Towne, and those faitb- 
iul and elect children of the chor have shouted 
themselves hoarse rehearsing the more promis- 
ing candidates. Last evening was the prize 
concert, when some thirty or forty of the best 
pieces, as designated by the judges, were sung. 
As migbt have been expected, great differences 
of taste appeared, several of the pieces seeming 
hardly worth the trouble: but ou the whole the 
average excellence was remarkable and the 
final awards will de made with considerabie dif- 
ficulty. This is prob@bly the first attempt on 
record to make a book ef new pieces on busi- 
ness principies.”’ 

THEODORE THOMAS’ NEW DEPARTURE. 

As the removal of Theodore Thomas from 
New York to Cincinnati is the most important 
event iu the musical world at present, and as it 
is an experiment which will be watched with 
anxious interest by Mr. Thomas’ friends, we 
give below some extracts from various sources 
bearing Upon the event. In an interview with 
the reporter of the New York Tribune, which 
has ben his most earnest supporter, Mr. Thomas 
brought out the following points: 

Reporter—How long do you suppose it will take 
to form such an orchestra as you desire? : 

Mr. Thomas hat will depend on the material. 
T shall make use of all the talent there is now in 
Cincinnati, and after that, itis understood, what- 
ever is needed shail be taken from the East. There 
is, however, time cnough for that, as we shall not 
begin our concerts till November. We will have 
an orchestra of sixty or seventy men this autumn; 
this will be used to give concerts for the present, 
and it will form a uucleus of the large orchesira of 
100 to 150 which it s hoped may come later. It 
will be necessary to take with me certain of the 
men from New York who will be used in the 
orchestra, and the principal instrumentalists will 
be engaged with a view (® their holding profeseor- 
ships in the college as well as playing in the 
orchestra. Itis possible, too, that I may have to 
send to Europe for a part of my materia). 

Reporter--Is there such interest in music in the 
West that the orchestra will be able to give con- 
certs all through Ohio and the adjoining States as 
well as in Cincinnati? 

Mr. Thomas—Yes, I think so, decidedly: better 
even than here. In the entire surroundings of 
New York there is not a place that Will pay ex- 
penses, and it is necessary to make at least a day's 
journey before one can get to & p.ace that will pay; 
but in almost every large city in the West it is 
possivle to give successive concerjs to paying 
audiences, I have tried this in the st. and have 
proved abundantly that 1 cannot do anything of 
the kind here. 

Reporter--Then vou think that there is a better 
feld in the West now than in the Kast? 

Mr. Thomas—Yes, I think there is a better field 
there now than there is here, —that I myself can 
do better work there than I can here; and I think 
that there is, on the whole, a better feld for mu- 
sicians, With my knowledge of the people there, 
and with their knowleage of me and my past work, 
I think that | can dos better work out there than 
any one else could, and since i cannot be in both 
Places at once, I think that some one would be 
more easily found to take my place in New York 
than any one could to do the work which I expect 
to do in the West. 


As to the prospects of the school, the same 
paper savs: 

The Cincinnati schoo! may fairly count ou pros- 
oerity: fret, because it bas secured an eminent 
musician and a man of great capacity and force of 
character fr ite director; secondly, because Mr. 
Springer has given ita fine building: and, lastly. 
because the citizens are warmly interested in it. 
and conscious of the advantage it will prove to the 
genere l interest of the piace. 

As to the future of the Philharmonic Society, 
the Tribune also says: 

Those of them who are also members of the Phil- 
harmonic Society were not less concerned than the 
others about the future. All softs of plans were 
discussed, ont no ome seemed to have a clear ides 
of what ought to be done. For the vacant cundact- 
orship almost as many names were suggested as 
there were speakers. Those moat frequently men- 
tioned were Damrosca, Kall, Von Bulow. Kupbin- 
stein and Richter. Most of the suggestions were, 
of course, impracticable, but there seemed to be a 
strong impression that Raff migut be secured. The 
great difficuity that at once confronted nearly al) 
the nominations was that at this time of the year 
almost everybody who is worth engaging has made 
hie arrangements for the season.

This is the first mention made in Chinese his- 
tory ol the use of letters; but since that time 
g continuous and ever-increasing stream of lit- 
erature has been poured over the country, until 
at the present moment there is probably more 
printed matter in China than in all Europe put 

As in the literary history of all coun- 
tries, the exercise of the imagination preceded 
the use of reason among the Chinese; and the 

ballads colleeted by Confucius claim an 
unwritten ancestry reaching far beyond the date 
of E Tin's advice-giving memorial. But the ap- 
pearance of the works of Confucius proclaimed 
the supreme epoch in the histore of Chinese lit- 
erature. The extraordinary influence which 
Confucius gained and has maintained over the 
national mind caused it to reflect the absorbing 
admiration he had for the ancients in all its in- 
tensity. He succeeded in forming as it were a 
dam across the stream of thought which was 
beginning to flow briskly inthe minds of his 
countrymen, and, insiead of encouraging a deep 
onwaré current of intellectual enterprise, he 
drove the stream backwards in a shallow flood 
towards its fount. The result has been that the 
best scholars have exhausted their ingenuity in 
minute criticisms and labored treatises on 
the texts- of Confucius and bis school, 
while others have devoted their energies 
to compiling historicai data and rendering acces- 
gible the immense stores of knowledge which 
have been painfully élaborated during preceding 
geverations. 
At no time has this tendency to reduce know!- 


edge to its results been so conspicuous as dur- 
ing the present Mantchoo dynasty. The ex- 


\tordinary energy with which Kang-he, the 


geond Emperor of that line, devoted himself 
tothe task of multiplying encyclopedic sum- 
mafies of established information deserves to 
de recorded among the manv noteworthy deeds 
of that enlightened sovereign, Amid all the 
duties of Government, which were render- 
a additionaily onerous by the recent ac- 
cession and in the short 

between the 
almost constant wars whic harrassed the great- 
er part of his reign, he found time to superin- 
tend the compilation of the best dictionary of 
the Chinese language which has ever been pub- 
lished. He pres.ded as editer-in-chief over the 
publication of the ‘“‘Yuen keen luy han,” an 
encyclopedia in 450 books, in which every 
branch of knowledge, from astronomy down te 
that of reptiles, is explained and commented on 
in long extracts from the best authors ou each 
particular subject. It was at his suggestion 
also and under his guiding care that the large 
dictionary of literary and poetical expressions, 
entitied the “ Pei wan vun ioo,’’ was compiled 
and arranged. ‘This work, though it fills three 
yolumes, fell short, in the eyes of the Imperial 
author, of what such a work should be, and he 
Instantly sought to supplement its deficiencies 
‘by the Fun luytsze kin,“ a considerable work 
of asomewhat similar nature, but differently 
arranged. 

Contemporaneously with these labors, the in- 
defatigahic Kang-he engaged in a magnificent 
work which, above all his other publications 
will hand down his name to posterity as one of 
the most eniightened patrons of Chinese litera- 
ture. Having observed with alarm the corrup- 
tions which were creeping into the texts of au- 
dent authors, he devised the scheme of reprint- 
** the form of an immeuse encyclopedia the 

e antecedent mass of Chinese literature. In 
fartherance of his object he appointed an Im- 
perial Commission, who were charged with the 

of collating the old texts and of arranging 
the suitable extracts under the various head- 
ings which had become the recoguized divisions 
ofworks of a like kind. The Commissioners 
began their labors about the year 1685, and, un- 
der the direction of the Jesuit missionaries, a 
font of copper type was cast to print off the re- 
sults. But the long reign of Kang-he came to a 
close While the work was still unfinished; and 
K was not until the year 1727 that the editors 
presented to his successor, the Emperor Yung- 
chine, a complete copy of the compilation, in 

volumes.

SULEIMAN PASHA. 
COURT-MARTIAL OF THE TURKISH COMMANDER- 
IN-CHIEF—HIS BLUNDERS AND S8TUPIDITI£8S— 
HOW H& FOULED AWAY ALL HIS CHANCES OF 
VICTORY. 
Pali Mail (London) Gasetie, July 17. 
The indictment against Suleiman Pasha, who 


has at length been brought before a court- mar- 


tial in Constantinople, contains an unreserved 
condemnation of the conduct of the accused 
during the entire course of the late war. The 
whole accusation, which has been drawn up by 
Nedjib Pasba, and which is reprinted at length 
by the Cologne Gazetie,is divided into three 
parts: the first dealing with the acts of Sulei- 
man Pasha during the period when he command- 
ed the Army of the Baikans; the second with his 
conduct while in command of the Army of the 
Quadrilateral; and the third, with the manner 
in which he fell back from Sophia and Philip- 
popolis towards the conclusion of the campaign. 

The preamble to the charges relates how 
Suleiman Pasha and his troops were brought 
from Montenegro early in the war, and how, 
almost simultaneously with tbeir arrival on the 
scene of action, the Russians possessed them- 
selves of the Schipka Pass and of the towns of 


Kezanlik and Eski-Zaghra. The first task of 


Suieiman Pasha should, therefore, have been, 
the indictment continues, to reoccupy these 
places and drive the enemy back across the Bal- 
kans. A concentration for this purpose of the 
whole TurkisMorce on the south of the moun- 
tains was, it is further stated, proposed by 
Reouf Pasha, who commanded one of Sulei- 
man’s divisions at Yeni-Zaghra, but the plan 
was rejected by the latter General, who pre- 
ferred separate operations. Consequentiy the 
force at Leui-Zaghra became involved in a mur- 
derous conflict with the Russians, which lasted 
for two days; during which time 
Suleiman remained inactive at Karabunar, 
within hearing of the firing, and allowed 
his subordinate to be totaily defeated. It is 
true that Suleiman afterwards retook Eski- 
Zaghra, but, the detachment at Yeni-Zaghra 
having been annihilated, it was impossible to 
harvest the truits of this success. After the 
defeat of Gen. Gourko, again, Suleiman shou!d 
immediately, without the loss of a moment’s 
time, have seized the Schipka Pass, which at 
that time had not been fortified by the Russians: 
but instead of doing so he remained for eight 
days inactive in Eski-Zaghra, ostensibly for the 
purpose of bringing back again tie fugitives 
from the town. The opportunity which should 
have been seized having been thus allowed to 
pass by, nothing remained for Suleiman to do 
but to cross the mountains by the Hainkioi 
Pass, occupy such strategically important points 
as Elena, Diranova, and Kiultur, and, uniting 
with the Army of the East, threaten Ticnova, 
and so compel the Russians to fail back towards 
Sistova. Instead of adopting this line of 
action, however, Suleiman contented himself 
with fortilying the Hainkioi Pass, and then 
committed himself to bis reckleas attack upon 
Schipka Pass. 

The second part of the indictment sets forth 
how Suleiman endeavored to induce Mehemet 
Ali to advance upon Biela; how, upon the latier 
refusing, he was removed from his post, and 
Suleiman Pasha appointed Com mander-in-Chief 
in bis place. Despite his brilliant promises, 
however, Suleiman iost so much time after suc- 
ceeding to his command in inspecting his troops 
and the positions occupied by them, that in the 
meantime the Kussians received such strong 
reinforcements that an attack upon them was 
no longer to be thought of. Thereupon Sulei- 
man managed to get an order issued enjoining 
him to remain strictly on the delensive; and 
when later on Reouf Pasha, the commander of 
the Army of the Balkans, proposed to him to 
make a demonstration against the right of 
the Russian line, to occupy Elena, and so 
oblige the hostile force in the Schipka Pass 
to vapitulate, Suleiman, animated by a personal 
hatred against Reoui, pointed to his orders and 
refused to move. Subsequently, indeed, he at- 
tacked Eiena; but it was then too late, as the 
fall of Plevna could not ab that period of the 
operations be any longer averied. Later on, 
again, after the fall of Da nik and Teliche, 
when the Government was making strenuous 
efforts to assemble a force at Orkanieh, Sulei- 
man was requested to send thither twenty or 
thirty battalions; but this also he refused to do, 
although the paramount importance pf rein- 
forcing the army which was being collected to 
oppose the further advance of the Rugsians was 
manifest. Neither did he make any attempt to 
profit by the victory he had gained at Elena, but 
remained there inactive, ordering only a few 
useless and apparently objectiess movements iu 
the direction of Kadikioi. 

The third part of the indictment states that 

as the enemy approached Sophia Suleiman ougut 
either to have waited for him in some strong 
position or to have fallen back along the rail- 
way toSalonica. But again he remained in- 
active, and sothe opportunity of retreating to 
Salonica was lost. After the divisions trom 
Samokof and Derbent, under Osman Nuri and 
Sabit Pashas, had arrived in Tatar Bazardjik, 
Suleiman ordered a retreat upon Adrianople by 
way of Philippopolis, but before doing so gave 
orders for the soldiers to plunder the military 
depots, to prevent their contents falling into 
the hands of tue enemy. The consequence was 
that the men looted not only the magazines, but 
also private houses, and loaded themselves to 
such an extent with booty that manf of them 
were obliged to throw away their ammunition, 
while others sank beneath their burden and 
struggled in rear of the army, or had to be car- 
ried in the wawons and carts of the fugitives. 
None of the usual military precautions were 
taken; the battalions marched as they pleased, 
and no attempt was made toinsure that they 
kept up a connection with one another. In this 
manner the retreat from Bazardjik began. At 
Pn iliopopolis Suleiman should have united with 
Sabit Pasha, who had arrived there before him; 
but inatead of doing so he haited tora long 
time at Kadikiol, some two hours’ march from 
Philippopolis, tor the alleged purpose of reor- 
ganizing his battalions. The result of this delay 
was thatthe Russians overtook the Turkish 
force. The order was hastily given to continue 
the retreat; but it was too late. A portion of 
the army succeeded, indeed, ia estabiishing 
itself on the left bank of the Maritza, but it was 
soon compelled to evacuate its position, and was 
dispersed among tbe rice-fields. lu the 
evening the scattered troops reached the 
Village of Deirmen, and there Sulct- 
man issued orders for Sabit Pasha to 
abandon Philippopolis. ‘The Russians occupied 
the town, passed through it ieisurely, and on 
the following day attacked the Turkish iorce at 
Diermen. While the action was going on, Su— 
leiman himself repaired, under the excuse of 
organizing a line of defense, to Stanimaka. On 
the following day Fuad Pusha was fiercely at- 
tacked, and, fearing that his line would be 
broken througb, be wrote a letter to Suleiman 
Pasha urging the necessity of rapidly tortifying 
the Village of Koklan. The Turkish Command: 
er-in-Chief was, however not to be ſouud; and 
as the enemy prosecuted his atcack with vigor, 
the corps of Cnakir and Fuad Pashas were 
brokeu through. Nevertheless Fuad Pasha con- 
tinned his resistance during the whole of tue iol- 
lowing day; but as Suleiman, aithough he hed 
sixty battalions under his command, did not come 
to tne assistance of his colleague, the latter was 
ultimately obliged to retreat, and was only abe 
to make gaod his escape by leaving ais artillery 
behind. This defeat of Fuad was at once seized 
by Suleiman as a pretext for bimeeil falling 
back; and, accordingiy, before the enemy at- 
tacked him, he disgracefully fled into the mount- 
ains, abandoning his guns, and finally reached 
Jacote to the greatest disorder. 

Thus, the indictment concludes, a large army of 
115 battalions, with the exception of Assaf 
Pasha’s division, which remained in the neicgu- 
borhood of Salonica, was dispersed or annini- 
tated, Adrlauople and Stam boul were placed in 
imminent danger, and the Imperial Goverument 
was compelled to conclude an armistiee under 
the most disadvantageous conditions. No one, 
it is evident, says the charge, is to blame for 
these disasters but Suleiman Pasha, as he held 
the commandership-in-chiet of tae army, with 
complete liberty of action. 


THE SERAGLIO. 
HOW TURKEY 18 GOVERNED—THB SsULTAN’S 
SATELLITES. 
Pall Mall (Loadon) Gazette. 

To estimate the task of reforming Turkey one 
must get an idea of what tne Sultan’s Court is. 
The magnificent seraglio, whose buildings 
stretch to the length of a mile and a half on the 
shore of the Bosphorus, contains more than 
3.000 inmates, and isa city initseif. Here the 
Government of the Empire is carried on chiefiy 
by women and slaves. The Vizers aad Mivisters 
are but the servants of these secauded crea- 
tures; and although at times a statesman sup- 
ported by a strong palace clique may wield real 
power, be seldom does so for long, nor is his 
power verv great. From the moment when he 
enters office he is secretly assailed by «a 
host of enemies whom he does not see 


| and whom he cannot disarm or propitiate. All ) 


he knows is, that while these foes are intricuing 
against him the women and slaves to whose fn- 
fluence he owed his place are fighting for him 
and tflat so long as they keep the upper han 
he will be safe. But he may upset at any 
moment by a sudden shifting of the majority in 
the secret female parliament which rules the 
land; and under such circumstances he cannot 
be expected to throw much zea! into his policy. 
A Turkish Minister who is advisea to begin re- 
forms may promise all that au Ambassador de- 
mands; but he well knows that any innovation 
he attempted would disturb vested interests 
which might happen to be defepded by some 
Circassian favorite of the Suiltan’s, or by some 
insolent baltadji, the donfidential servant 
for the time being of the Syltana 

alide. As for the Sultan, as a rule, 
he is as much at their mercy as his 
Ministers. A puppet in the hands of women, 
he never knows exactly whorules him, but is 
obliged for peace’s sake to do as his mothers, 
sisters, kadiues, or favorites order. More than 
one Sultan, weary to death of seraglio intrigue 
would have been glad to make a clean sweep o 
his female Court, but any step in this direction 
would have led to conspiracy and deposition. In 
a country where the laws of succession to the 
throne are very confused, a Sultan is obliged to 
act cautiously, lest he should stir up pretenders, 
whose claims to the throne might prove quite as 
good as hisown. The loyalty of the people, 
which is great towards the office of Padishah, is 
almost null as regards the individual who holds 
the office; so that provided there be a Sultan 
the people care little who he is, nor would they 
be disposed to take up arms for any Padishah 
who had been de by a palace plot. 

The seraglios—for there are two, the new one 
where the Court of the reigning Sultan resides, 
and the old one, to which the favorites of de- 
parted Sultans are relegated—harbor between 
them some 4,000 persons, and are a source of 
ruinous expense to the Treasury. Not only are 
the allowances to the Sultanas, kadines. ikbals 
(favorites), and qguicuzdes (aspirant favorites) 
large, but the ways of the place are extrava- 
gant. Each of the Imperial ladies has her 
daira or retinue of companions, male . and fe- 
male servants, and all these people scatter gold 
about without counting whenever they have a 
whim to satisfy. Sultans do not contract 
regular marriages, and the reigning lady in the 
seraglio is never the Sultau's wife, but nis 
motner. She bears the title of Sultana Valide, 
and all the inmates of the seraglio owe ber 
servile obedience. Her household consists of 
about 200 servants and guards. Next to her io 
rank comes the Hasnadar Ousta, or Mistress of 
the ‘lreasury, who is generally a shrewd old 
woman promoted from the ranks of domesticity 
for her talents in gossip and housekeeping. If 
the Sultana Valide dies, the Hasuadar succeeds 
her as queen oi the seraglio; and this arrange- 
ment sometimes leads to strange consequences. 
Under Abdul Medjid, the palace was ruled for 
years by a Hasnadar who had been a washer- 
woman, and whose chief adviser was a churlish 
baltadji (newer of wood) who could not read, but 
who had the powerol dismissing Viziers. It was, 
in fact, the baitadjiwho ruled Turkey. After 
the Hasnadar come tue Sultan’s semi-lawful 
wives ang favorites iu the following order: 
First, the four kaaines, who rank as spouses until 
his Majesty divorces them and gives themin mar- 
riage to some Pasha, which he does pretty often; 
then the ikbals, or favorites, to the number of 
five or six; and then the guieuzdes, or aspirant 
favorites, whose number is unlimited. A girl in 
the seragiio, even if she be a simple cavedji, or 
colfee-bearer, becomes a guleuzde from the mere 
fact of the Sultan making a complimentary re- 
mark on her. The word is derived from guieuz, 
eve, and it means a girl who has attracted the 
master’s glance. If, for instance, his Majesty, 
while visiting one of his relatives, remarks care- 
leasly, ** Waat a pretty girl that is who brought 
in the coffee,“ the damsel is at once and without 
further parley promoted to the rank of guieuzde, 
Which gives her a suite of apartments, a daira, 
and a claim on the Imperial Exchequer for the 
remainder of her life, or until such time as the 
Sultan finds her ahusband. As every woman 

ho marries from the seraglio takes with ner 

erclothes, jewels, furniture, servants, carriages, 
andalumpsam in money, which often amounts to 
thousands of mounds, it may be imagined how 
the Civil List is mulcted where there are many 
guieuzdes. After the Sultan's favorites, pre- 
cedency is given to the kadines-eflendis, mother 
of some Prince or Princess; then to the Sul- 
tanas, unmarried Princesses of the blood; aud, 
finally, tothe foster-mothers and foster-sisters 
ofthe Suitans, or of Princes and Princesses ot 
the blood. Foster-parents and their children 
are always regarded as permanent members of 
a Turk’s househoid; and during several years 
Nahir-Hanun, Abdul Medji@’s foster-sister, 
held a paramount influence Un his househoid. 
Coming now to the male members of the serag- 
lio, we tind, in addition to the necessary staff of 
chamberiains, secretaries, guards, eunuchs 
scullions, and cooks, a corps of 200 pages an 
musicians, and a very army of barbers, sham- 
pooers, tasters of the Sultan’s food, athletes, 
buffoons, cock-fighters, ram-fighters,astrologers, 
and grooms. he cock-fighters and ram- 
fighters were appointed to amuse Abdul 
Aziz, but they have been maintained by the 
present Sultan because it is almost impossible 
to dismiss any one who has once held office in 
the palace without giving bim a pension. The 
same may be said of the astrologers, whose 
funetions have become a sinecure, though thev 
are occasionally summoned into the haremlik to 
entertain the ladies by fortune-teiling. As for 
the buffoons and dwarfs, they have always been 
numerous, for ladies living in secusion must be 
made to lan eu time hangs heavy on their 
hands, and when the music and jigging of the 
dancing-girls begins to pall. These dancing- 
girls form a corps of 300 strong, and, as they 
are splendidiy dressed and richly fed, they cost 
more to keep than acavalry regiment. One 
need not enumerate the staff of servants and 
officials required for the stables (which contain 
500 horses), for the kitchen, the baths, and gar- 
dens,—nor yet the staff of Court priests; but 
enough has been said, perhaps, to warrant the 
mference that the Suitan’s Court is at once the 
costliest and laziest in the world. 


THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


THE RESULTS AS SEEN FROM AN ANTI-BISMARCK 
STANDPOINT—COURTING THE ULTRAMONTANES 
IN VAN.

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—Fortune, according to the 
proverb, in time becomes weary of protecting 
her favorites; and Prince Bismarck is no ex 
ception to the general rule. The dissolution 
of tbe Reichstag has proved a failure. The 

Chancellor hoped, aiter Nobiling’s attempt on 

the Emperor’s life, that under the indignation 

whica the crime bad excited a reactionary cur- 
rent would setin, and that by dissolving he 
would get that obedient majority which is bis 
heart’s desire. He therefore, when the Crown 
Prince would not consent to the proposal, 
threatened to resign. The Prince, acting merely 
as the representative of his father, was unable 
to accept the resignation, and was therefore 
obliged to give way. As soon as the disso- 
lution was proclaimed the Goverment 
press began to attack the Liberal leaders— 
Lasker, Bevnigsen, Forckenbeck, Stauffen- 
berg—with the utmost virulence, as the accom- 
plices of the Social Democrats. The Lioeral 
party at first was alarmed, and anticipated 
losing about forty seats; but the excess of the 
abuse showered upou them disgusted the de- 
cent public, and the burst of incigvation against 
the Socialists passed away and people hesitated 
to sacrifice their best securities against arbitrary 
government wh t their tit of emotional loyalty 
nad cooled down a little. This feeling has 
ound expression in the elections. The Chan- 
celior has not got the majority he wished for. 
ibe Liberal party bas lost about fifteen seats, 
which the Conservatives have carried; but the 
latter are far from forming a majority, eveu 
with the richt wing of the Liberals, under the 
leadership of Gueist and Ireitschke, who, 
thougn nominally still belonging to the party, 
are ready to vote for anything the Chancellor 
proposes. The two Conservative fractions gun- 
ber about 113 members, the Opposition 126; 
and the consequence is that everything depends 
upon the pusition the Catholic party will take. 
lt was in anticipation of this that the Chancel- 
lor wished, even before the results of the elec 
tious Were Kuown, to come to a direct under- 
standing With Rome over toe heads of the 

Catholic leaders; and this desire must, of 

course, have been strengthened by the disa 

grecable electoral news the ‘telegraph bas 
brougat him. Even in Lauenburg, where he 
owns the lurge estates with which he was pre- 

seuted in 1871, his son has beeg beaten by a 

Liberal.

Now. it seems impossible that the Government 
should accept this condition. You may apply 
an existing law in a barsh or in a mild way, but 
you cannot authorize the civil functionaries and 
courts of not to apply an exist- 
ing system of laws at all. For instance, 
the law forbids the establishment 
of all religious orders. and congregations; 
the Church, on the contrary, insists that no im- 
pediment should be offered to associations 
which form one of the most important organs 
of the ecclesia militans. It is clear that as the 
law exists the civil authorities cannot allow 
monks and nuns to re-establish themselves in 
Prussia. This can only be done if the law is 
changed. In the same way, the law declaring 
the Old Catholics to be Catholics as well as their 
opponents must be revealed; the Ecciesiastical 
Court must be legally abolished. But even if 
the Chancellor were willing to do so, this can 
only be done by the Prussian Diet, which will 
pot meet before the end of October; and his 
great object isto have the U. at 
the Reichstag in September. The Cu 
ever, is much too shrewd not to perceive the 
great advantage which this circumstance gives 
her in the present negotiations. The Catholic 
Church bas been able to carry on the struggle 
for the last six years; she can well afford to 
wait six months more: while for the Chancellor 
the want of peace has become immediate. The 
Church will, therefore, carry on the negotia- 
tions without concluding them, seeing that she 
can only win by a waiting policy. The sud- 
den death of Cardinal Franchi will by 
itself have a procrastinating effect,—an event 
which is much to be regretted, because he was 
one of the sbrewdest and at the same time the 
most moderate member of the Sacred College. 
But the Pope has always reserved to himeeif 
the supreme direction of the negotiations, and 
he is sure to find asuccessur who will second 
his iaeas. These, as I have said, must be to let 
the negotiations drag on without either break- 
ing them or letting them come to a positive con- 
clusion till the Reichstag meets. Bismarck will 
then, without the support of the Catholics, be 
in a most difficult position; and they wil! not 
give him their votes beiore they have positive 
ledges that their demands will be conceded. 
he) know bim sufficiently to be aware that if 
they helped him to carry his bill against the 
Socialists he might throw them over at the 
Prussian Diet, whatever be may have promised 
before. The German proverb says, One spar- 
row in the hand is better than ten on the roof.“ 
That is the situation, and it will tax all the 
adroitness of the Chancellor to extricate him- 
sell from its difficulties,—nay, it may be well 
asked whether they do not surpass even his 
powers. : 


MISCELLANEOUS, 
“ WILHELMS SPENDE.”’ 

A German correspondent writes: Among the 
numerous electioneering tricksemployed by the 
German Government during the late elections 
for the Imperial Pagliament, what is called the 
“ Wilhelms Spende“ is worthy of notice. The 
„ Wülelms Spende ”’ (Gift or testimonial fund 
to the Emperor) was proposed as a thankoffer- 
ing for the escape of the Emperor from as- 
sussination. Words,“ said the appeal of the 
Committee, “do not suffice to express our joy 
and gratitude for God’s protection of the life of 
the Emperor. But where words fail it has at 
alltimes been customary to make a material 
offering. Thus everybody shail offer a trifle 
towards the Wilhelms Spende,“ as a token of 
sympathy, and likewise of joy and thanksgiy- 
ing.“ The appeal further stated that every 
German „belonging to a religious denom ina- 
tion“ is called upon to subscribe. Now, since 
the majority of “ Socialists’ repudiate every 
sort of traditional religious creed, the bulk of 
that party were by the above words explicitly 
excluded from subscribing to the Wilhelms 
Spende.’’ But during the election they were made 
to subscribe. As the amount of subscription was 
very small, pone being allowed to subscribe 
more than one shilling, and a halfpenny being 
thankfully received, every class of the people 
could be reached; and, in order to do that 
effectually, the local committees of the Wil- 


helms Spende“ ascertained the number of 
hands at factories, in warehouses, and of pupils 
at schools, and sent lists corresponding to the 
numbers. Thus at schools every teacher and 
every pupil was of course compelled to sub- 
scribe, unless he was prepared to be branded as 
a “Socialist? and an enemy to the Emperor, 
though the two ideas are by no means identical. 
Workmen declining to subscribe got notice to 
quit on the spot. A barber, for instance, re- 
fused to give a subscription, whereupon the 
proprietors of a large warehouse in the neich- 
borhood issued an injunction to their employes 
that none of them should be shaved at that 
“wretched Socialist’s” shop again; and until 
the election caine on the empioyes were of 
course watched, in order to ascertain which of 
them inclined to Socialism. The owners 
of certain large works at Bremen  actu- 
ally gave notice to their workmen, saying 
that whosoever did not subscribe to the * Wil- 
helms Spende“ should be looked upon as a 
Socialist and be discharged at once. But a 
railway Company upon the Rhine beat them all 
by inviting their working people to subscribe 
according to a scale published by the manager, 
namely,—a married hand, 2d.; his wife, lc; 
each of his children able to write, Ne; an un- 
married hand, 3d.: a married assistant hand, 
1444; his wife, Id.; every child abie to write, 
Au. It was reported, too, that at certain bar- 
racks a settled amount was stooped from the 
soldiers’ pay, which they were invited to “yol- 
untarily’’ sacrifice as a thankoffering for the 
Emperdr’s escape. 1 have not yet been able to 
ascertain the full amount realized by the col- 
lection of the *“*Wilnelms Spende ail over 
Germany, but there is no doubt that it reached 
a considerable sum. Commendable as the orig- 
inal idea may have been by a national sacrifice 
to commemorate the escape of the venerable 
Emperor, the mode in which it was carried into 
effect bas entirely deprived it of all its worth 
— weigut asa valid evidence of German loy- 
alty. 
NO EUROPEAN POWER BACKING RUSSIA. 

The Aussty Mir, of Moscow, in an article on 
the relations of Russia with the European 
Powers, comes to the conclusion that there is 
no Western State on whose assistance she cau 
rely. It would be idle,” savs the writer, to 
hope for anything more than foreign policy in 
regard tothe Eastern question. Internationa! 
policy will now for a long time be useless to us; 
uowhere in Europe will we find friends or ailies. 
A rapprochement with Engiand, wnich is ad vo- 
cated with.singular eagerness by one of our 
serious papers, can only be regarded as a bitter 
mockery of the real facts. The open hostility 
of the English and their Government towards 
Russia can hardly make the Russian people in- 
clined to an alliance with England. even if such 
an alliance were under present circumstances 
possible. Still less can we have any idea of a 

yolitical and sympathetic rapprocaement with 

‘rapce and Italy, where batred for Russia has 
from time -immemorial been a universally 
accepted dogma of political and social faith. 
The only official allies we have hitherto had 
the Germans—are already occupied in form- 
ing new ties and relations to take the place of 
the former intimate relations with Russia: this 
was partly observable at the Berlin Congress. 
The German Crown Prince, who is now the 
actual ruler of the powerful German Empire, 
has never concealed his exclusive partiality for 
England, to which country, moreover. he is 
also united by close family ties. It is said that 
Lord Beaconsfield has already gained at Berlin 
some important points for the fature Anglo 
German alliance; and this would necessarily be 
followed bya corresponding coolness in the 
relations between Germany and Russia. Every 
one knows that the 1 — of Germany for 
us has always been essentially maintained by 
the personal feelings of the Emperor Willlam; 
the public opinion of the German people at ali 
times rather inclined to our adversaries. Of 
Austria and the secondary States in southeast- 
ern Europe we will not speak. They aiways 
joliow the stream, and bend in the direction 
taken by the domivant feeling of Europe. It 
is, therefore, absolutely necessary that we 
should hoid entirely aloof from existing inter- 
national conditions, and direct our attention to 
establishing that practical programme to which 
Russia must henceforward adhere in order to 
secure her most vita! political interests.” 

EFPECT OF THE BERLIN TREATY IN RUSSIA. 

The St. Petersourg (fo os says that the Treaty 
of Berlin has proauced an almost crushing im- 
pression on the Russian public. It is felt 
that Russia has not attained her object, thatshe 
has been deceived by her friends, and that she 
foolishly helped her enemies with her victo- 
ries. . What is the reason of our failure? 
One-half per cent of our population have ber- 
ished in the war, hundreds of millions have 
been expended, and yet the Eastern question is 
not solved, and the Treaty of Berlin is merely a 
truce. The last war has clearly shown all our 
national peculiarities as well as our moral and 
material strengzb. . + All the military re- 
quirements which depended on the inbred 
qualities of the Russian soidier were briiliantly 
carried out; but where knowledge and prepara- 
tion were demanded we were not equal to the 
task. it was probably for this reason that we 
feit eo much hurt on reading of the 
boldness of Lord Beaconstield, who 
doubtless reckoned oon the superior 
culture of Engtishmen to that of Russians. All 
ciasses of Russian society are responsibie tor 
this: we do not estimate culture and knowledge 
at their true value. Most of us say that men- 
tal work does not bring money, ana that eul⸗

From Our Own Correspondent. 

NW York, Aug. 20.—While somewhat late 
in the summer season, it is never too late to go 
to Coney island. The later you go the later im- 
provements you see by the sea, for improvement 
is the order of the year down there. I remem- 
ber to have written last summer that the island 
was so changed that the visitors of other days 
would not know the place. The same sentence 
might almost be repeated now, especialiy as re- 
gards theeastern endof the lone sand-box. 
Enterprise bas taken hold of Coney Island with 
a powerful grip, and lifted it out of vulgarity 
into respectability. A few years ago, it was 
said, and with truth, that a decent man or 
woman had no place on Coney Island. To-day 
anybody may go to Manhattan Beach or Brighton 
Beach with as easy conscience and as much 
security as they can go to Newport, Saratoga, 
or Long Branch, and with less expense. That 
last item tells in three words why Coney {sland’s 
improvement has seriously injured the summer- 
business at Long Branch. A further point Is 
that, with the exception of the I- 
beron, the new and stylish hotel at 
the real West End, the Branch 
has no hotel to equal that at Manhattan Beach. 
Enterprise took Taste in its company when it 
began to put a million of dollars into and upon 


a mile of white, low-iying sand; and these two 
in partnership made a strong combination, 
about as sure as any to get for capital ite 
dividends. 

SOMETHING ACCOMPLISHED. 

It is not worth waile now to go into a history 
of the work accomplished this year at Coney 
Island, because the two or three companies in- 
verested have laid their plans already to expend 
another million of dollars before July next, 
and the history would tuen have to be given ali 
over. In brief, the Manhattan and Brighton 
com panies first set about improving the facili- 
ties for getting to and fro from New York and 
Brooklyn. They built and formed new railroad 
connections and branches, and put on rolling 
stock until they were able to transport, to- 
gether with the steamboat lines and the rati- 
roads to the central and western parts of the 
island, not less than 200,000 peopie in a dav. 
This railroad growth cost a large sum, but it was 
an imperative requisite to the success of the 
grand scheme projected at the shore. ‘hen 
the companies made their arrangements for 
bathing as complete and perfect as experience 
or ingenuity could suggest. No less attention 
was bestowed upon the hotels and their restau- 
rants. Tobe by the sea is to be hungry, and 
the companies knew it. Hence it need cause 
no comment or surprise to notice, on first reach- 
ing the new Beaches, tnat four-fifths of the 
main floors of the hotels are devoted to dining- 
hall and restaurants, The full tables, at almost 
any hour of the day or evening, are enough to 
prove that the proprietors understood their 
business and the nature of the place. 

MANHATTAN BEACH, 
the furthest to the east, and about four miles 
from the point long known as Murray and Nor- 
ton's, is the favorite place for New-Yorkers. 
Brighton Beacb, between Menhattan and Ca- 
bie’s, is rather favored by Brooklynites. Both 
are attractive and equally stylish. Manhattan 
excels In the beauty of its butidings, and in its 
route partly by rail, partl water, while it 
has an all-rall route also 
is precious. Everythio 
made,—that is to say, the 
any natural advantage, save that of having 
the sea wash the low teach. The beautiful 
white sand was there, but not in sufficient 
quantity to give an elevation, and just iuland it 
was overrun by the waters which take license 
from the undefined territory of Sheepshead Bay 
and marshes.

A more 
nandsome and tasteiu!l hotel building does not 
line the coast, from Maine to Florida. The 
bathing houses and pavilion, the band pagoda, 
and the billiard and bowling house, are in the 
same style and finish. Every visitor speaks of 
the bathing accommodations; naturally, since 
they so far exceed any he has found elsewhere. 
Between the hotel and the sea is a small K. 
laid out in the sand, with the band a in 
the centre. To tue left, far enough to leave 
clear beach- view from the hotel, are

and houses. There are two departments, one 
tor the women, the other for tue men, and be- 
tween these is the spacious pavilion, with seats 
for 2,000 or 3,000 people, and a stand for the 
orchestra. The entrances are separate, and 
thus there is no communication between the 
dressing-rooms. The gnard is so careful that 
the women’s department is as shut to man as is 
the harem to a stranger. This gives greater 
freedom, and is highty appreciated by the ladies 
over the former promiscuous rental of rooms. 
The entrances to the beach are at the opposite 
extremes of the inclosure,—ior this part of the 
beach is fenced in, and tree only to the bathers. 
The bathers pop out ofa 8 picket-lane in a 
very amusing style, enjoyed by the throng that 
lines the fence, only a dozen yards away. The 
men, if toey have feaninine friends awaiting 
them, pass from their picket-lane terminus to 
the western boundary, where the ladies and 
children do mostly cougregate. 

An admirable feature of the place is, 
that not only is no attempt made at 
extortion, but everything has been done to 
prevent it, and the prices are extremely low. 
At Long Branch, with wretched accommeda- 
tions and no adequate security for valuables, 
you pay 50 cents for a bathing suit. Here you 
are charged 25 cents. As sou enter and obtain 
your suit, you are directed to the sale-deposit 
lor valuables. No extra charge is made tor 
this deposit, with guarantee of safe returu of 
the goods. Coney Island has had a

of bathing-bouses. There is no chance for any 
such thing at the new Beaches, if the bather is 
willing to do as the man warn and request 
him to. Four men are kept busy recerving and 
returning valuables. Each her places bis 
articles in ab envelope, seals it, signs name 
on a slip of paper, aud hands all to the clerk, 
who gives him a check on a rubber band, to be 
worn about the neck. When the check is re- 
turned, the bather mast again write his name 
In a slip. The clerk compares the two signa- 
tures; and hence, if the check be fost or stolen 
trum the neck, the goods could not be procured 
py atbief.

MAYOR HEATH AXD PARTY, 
consisting in all of nine persons, ladies and 
Centlemen. whose names were given in Tun 
SUNDaY TRIBUNE of two weeks ago, have reached 
their destination, and are encamped on the 
Brule River, near Boot Lake. a sbot Dever de- 
fore visited by a white woman.

“The only place of interest we passed was 
the Breen Mines. The train did nt stop long 
enough for us to viet them, much as | would 
have liked to have done so. A* hovun we ar- 
rived at Quinnesee, wu is the terminus of the 
road. This place is only a baby as vet, scarcely 
avearoic. It isa mim town. and has abou 
twenty-five houses, four of which are hotels. 
In the evening we tcok a walk of three miles, 
and enjoved it exceedogiy. The woods bere are 
beautiiul. mostiy composed of pine and birch, 
with a ler mapies and beech. 

‘After a good night’s rest, we started for 
‘Paul Miller’s Farm (the bounds of civilization 
in this direction). By the united efforts of the 
whole town, we succeeded iu procuring three 
wagons,—ooe very heavy and two lighter 
Tais did away with the *‘twelve-mile 
waik’ Tue Trcse spoke of Sundar.

One or two parties 
wita ladies have turned back after the first two 
miles. We started, howevér, notwitastanding 
the reports: but before we were through we 
concluded they had drawn their statemruts 
mild, tor such a road I wuever saw and never 
hope to see again. It was almost impossipile to 
keep one’s seat fora minute, and walking wes 
far preserabie. I walked five miles, and theo 
had to ride. We kept ahead of the wagons al! 
the time. as the horses could not go off a siow 
walk. In getting off the wagon, Mrs. Stockton 
hurt her ankle. bat walked six miles, and 
i did not trouble ber; but when we 
reached Miller's he found n badly 
swollen, and she has been suffering from it 
ever since. But the most wonderful thing of 
ali was this: Mrs. Stockton fell trom her seat 
im the wagon, and tt passed directiv over her. 
We all expected she was dreadiuliy burt. but 
she was not harmed a particic, although there 
were six inthe wagon. the wheels ran over 
her bips. and she was not even bruised. 

At length we reached Paui Miller's, and 
found everything deiight{al,—so much su that 
we were loath to leave. The house is situated 
upon a biuff, com mandi a magnificent riew 
of the river and the Won shore. The 
building is of logs, chipked all over with moss. 
Everything about it is scrupuiously neat. . . . 

“ About 2 o'clock Friday afternoon, we start- 
ed on our voyage. The rivers are very low 
this season, and it was thougot advisabie to 
abandon the idea of going up in canoes, and 
travel in batteaus instead. A battcau, br the 
way, is a boat made of the lightest wood, ven- 
ing from 500 pounds down, and measuaing from 
ten to thirty feet in length We dare two of 
the latter length and two of the former. besides 
one beautiful little canoe. for use on the lake. 

“ Betore I go any further, I must give you a 

of our party, just as we looked 
when ready to start. Tne iadies all wear very 
short dresses of coarse woolen stuff, trimmed 
in a substantial manner. corduroy leggiogs, rub 
ber boots, ete. Each carries a pistol and a knife, 
sheathed and hung at a beit. Mr. C. represents 
all that is tony ip the party, with 
moth-colored corduroy pants and vest, dove- 
colored shirt. and a biue silk handserchiei 
arouud bis neck,—his costume compieted by a 
French gray felt bat. Mr. S.. in all the old 
clothes be could fud, and Mr. A. ditto. Bat 
the Mayor is adisgrace to us All. He wears a 
pair of wading stockings, With an abomimabie 
old pair of moccasins Led over them. a coat ot 
browne duc. and a shockingly bad hat. Now «a 
littie about the Indsans, and I wil! go on with 
the journey. Muicheil. the guide, is a hait- 
breed, but an educated man, and verr picasan' 
and reliabie. Ide others are ‘truly indians,’ 
bat very safe mes. Ove thing amused 
me ly. and st the seme time 
sbow how like children they are. I 
accidentally came upon one of them on 
the shore, and as | did se de laughed and hid 
something behind him. I made tim shor me 
what it was, and [ found it to be a flat stone, 
shaped something like a pieto!, through which 
he was boring a hole. I asked bim what be was 
trying to do, to which be replied, pointing to 
my pistol, Me likes ope lise um. Every- 
thing ts the masculine gender to therm. 

We started, as I said a long time ago, at 2 
O clock Friday afternoon. Aiter loading the 
boats, whack was an bour’s work. we were finai- 
ly under way. The batteaus are pomted at both 


ends. An Indian stands at each end and * poles *’ 


the craft along witha long pole with an iron 
point. The River Menominee, trom our starting 
point to our first camp. was one continued pict- 
ure. It was too beaut.fal to describe; out per- 
haps I can give vou a faint dea of bow it looced. 
It fowed iu a wide, glassy sheet between two 
high, beavily-timbered banks, varied a: times br 
huge walls of rocs. where oolr piee trees could 
maintain a hoid. Every once in asbort distance. 
a huge bowlder would litt its bead. to shuw us 
there was danger, even under tha: soft suriace. 
By these rocks we could juage something of the 
swiftmess of the current, for the water rushed 
around them verv rapidly. Toer also shewed 
us the wonderful dexterity with which the In- 
dans cap manpage «a boat. 

run between two rocks, 

would be just room 

boats to pass and an finch to spare. and ther 
would guide them through without touching 
either side. At about 3 o'clock’ we passed an 
Indian village, and there we were joined pr 
‘Jerome,’ the cook, making the party com- 
piete. He brought with dim the beautiful new 
canoe, built «xpressiy for us. 

“ After a short delay we started onward, the 
river becoming more and more grand. For 
about two miles we passed through rapids.— 
very exciting and at the same time very beau 
taful. Great wiles of rocks rose im the river. 
and the water curled around tbem apd cuddied 
under them. to be dashed into mist and foam: 
and the current rusbed on. determined to de 
stroy everything in its way. But we proved too 
much for N. and passed over saicivy. About 6 
we came Within hearing of the roar of the Mich- 
igaumi River, and a bend soon brought as in 
sight of its beautiful talis. These fails, or rather 
succession of talis, have a drop of a hundred 
feet, and are situated at the junction of the 
Menominee, Michigaumi, and Brute Rivers. A 
more ODeautifu! sight I never saw. 

In three-quarters of an hour we were iu our 
first camp. Almost before Il knew it two tents 
were up, amd beds ot cedar bough 0 
made, and a üre built. it dad ramed ak the 
mourning, and the air was quite damp, so a fire 
was simply delightful. At 9 we had supper. 
which was sumptuous, for the ‘Dove’ bad 
kilied two deer coming down, and we had met 
Bushop Cheney and party, and they gave us fish 
evouch for ope meal. Jerome ws an excellent 
cook. By the time I had finished sugocer I was 
tired enough for bed. We had waiked around 
two of the largest rapids, which was quite fa- 
tivuing. Il awoke the next morning greatly re 
freshed, and after breakiast we broke camp and 
* restarted over again once more,’ this time up 
the Brule. This mver s somewhat different 
from the Menominee; the banks are man 
sower and the trees are ali pine. with few ex- 
ceptions. Some of them are corered with 
‘draping * moss. Once we passed a mass of 
rock tuily seventy-five feet bn. of very pe 
culiar stratincation, looking exactly as if made 
for some particular purpose. The water was 
more Quiet: not so many rapids to dass through. 
and so we male more progress. 

At ROOD We Were at the foot of Brule Falls. 
and at the mouth of the Paint. Here was our 
first portage, and bere we took dinner. It was 
a most delightful piace.

THE BRULE RIVER. 
MAYOR HEATH AND PARTY, 
consisting in all of nine persons, ladies and 
genltiemen, whose names were given in Tax 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE of two weeks ago, have reached 
their destination, and are encamped on the 
Brule River, near Boot Lake, a spot never be- 
fore visited by a white woman. From a private 
correspondence it is learned that the journey 
was fully as formidable as was anticipated, 
as the following extracts from letters written 
by one of the party to a friend in tnis city will 
demonstrate. They left Chicago Tuesday 
night, the 2th, at 9 o’clock, avd were at Fort 
Howard in time for breakfast the next morn- 


ing. From there they started for Menominee, 
‘and thef route is graphically described by the 


| 


correspondent as follows, with 
avoid a too close identification of the writer: 

On the road we passed through Peshtigo, 
and saw the new town and the ruins of the 
old one. Our fire was bad enough, but this 
must have been evea worse, for the poor 
creatures had no chance for their lives. We 
went through miles and miles of forests, with 
nothing but the bare trunks of trees, stri 
entirely of bark, limbs, and leaves by the , 
[ could think of nothing but the ‘Ghost of the 
Forest.’ In these woods there is a growth of 
urderbrush, simply impenetrable, I am told. 
The trees are vow pretty near the railroad, so I 
aid not get any idea of the beauty beyond until 
yesterday. 

All the towns we passed—and there were 
quite a number—were lumber villages. I saw 
the inclosure where all the bodies found aiter 
the fire are buried. ‘There is nothing as yet to 
mark the spot. I also saw several charcoal 
pits. The burners saluted us as we passed, and 
a strange, weird set they were. 

„About 10:30 we reached Menominee Junc- 
tion, and after a half-hour’s delay in transfer- 
ring the baggage, we took our seats behind a 
freight train, in what was called a *way-car.’ II 
you have ever ridden in one you know what a 
horrid thing it is. Each change in cars we made 
was for the worse; but such things are to be ex- 
pected. I had an idea that mining roads were 
dreadtul, but mv ideas are not capable of grasp- 
ing anything in the way of a railroad. quite as 
bad as thatone. I think in going back I shall 
be strapped to the seat. 1 

The only place of interest we passed was 
the Breen Mines. The train did not §top long 
enough for us to visit them, much ag I would 
have liked to have done so. A: noob we ar- 
rived at Quinnesee, wiich is the terminas of the 
road. This place is only a baby as vet, scarcely 
a vear old, It is a miming town, and has about 
twenty-five houses, four of which ar; hotels. 
In the evening we tcok a walk of thye miles, 
and enjoved it exceedngly. The wood, bere are 
beautiiul, mostly composed of pine god birch, 
with a tew maples and beech. 5 

“After a good night’s rest, we sterted for 
‘Paul Miller's Farm’ (the bounds of cf#lization 
in this direction). By the united effof g of the 
whole town, we succeeded in procuryg three 
wagons,—one very heavy and tw lighter. 
Tais did away with the ‘t#.!lve-mile 
walk’ Tue Trrpune spoke of ™ Sunday. 
We were somewhat intimidated by tht’ jccounts 
of the rund., woich is supposed to be @ jttie the 
worst road in the States. One or t parties 
with ladies have turned back after the Arst two 
miles. We started, however, notwit(tanding 
the reports; but before we were th jugh we 
concluded they had drawn. their 4. ee 
mild, tor such a road I never saw a, never 

It was almost img #ible to 
keep one’s seat fora minute, and w ig was 
far preaerable. I walked five mile d then 
had to ride. We kept ahead of the wagons al! 
the time, as the horses couid not go off ow 
walk. In getting off the wagon, Mrs/#tockton 
hurt her ankle, but walked six mile, and 
it did not trouble her; but * we 
reached Miller's she found ite badly 
swollen, and she has been suffering from it 
ever since. But the most wonderful thing of 
all was this: Mrs. Stockton fell from her seat 
in the wagon, and it passed directly over her. 
We all expected she was dreadiuliy hurt, but 
she was not harmed a particle, although there 
were sixinthe wagon. ‘the wheels ran over 
her hips, and she was not even bruised. 

At length we reached Paui Miller’s, and 
found everything deilightful,—so much so that 
we were loath to leave. The house is situated 
upon a bluff, commanding a magnificent view 
of the river and the Wisconsin shore. Tue 
building is of logs, chinked all over with moss. 
Everything about it is scrupulously neat... . 

About 2 o’clock Friday afternoon, we start- 
ed on our voyage.“ The rivers are very low 
this season, and it was thought advisable to 
abandon the ideaof going up in canoes, and 
travel in batteaus instead. A batteau, by the 
way, is a boat made of the lightest wood, weich- 
ing from 500 pounds down, and measuaing from 
ten to thirty feet in length. We have two of 
the latter length and two of the former, besides 
one beautiful little canoe. for use on the lake. 

Betore I go any further, I must give you a 
description of our party, just as we looked 
when ready to start. The iadies all wear very 
sbort dresses of coarse woolen stuff, trimmed 
in a substantial manner. corduroy leggings, rub- 
ber boots, etc. Each carries a pistol and a knife, 
sheathed and hung ata belt. Mr. C. represents 
all that is ‘tony’ in the party, with 
moth-colored corduroy pants and vest, dove- 
colored shirt, and a blue silk handkerchiei 
around bis neck,—his costume completed by a 
French gray felt hat. Mr. S., in all the old 
clothes be could tind, and Mr. A. ditto. Bat 
the Mayor is a disgrace to us all. He wears a 
pair of wading stockings, with an abominable 
old pair of moccasins tied over them, a coat of 
brown duck, and a shockingly bad hat. Now a 
littie about the Indians, and I will go on with 
the journey. Muchell, the guide, is a haif- 
breed, but au educated man, and very pleasant 
and reliabie. The others are ‘truly Indians,’ 
but very safe meu. One thing amused 
me atly, and at the same time 
show how like children they are. I 
accidentally came upon one of them on 
the shore, aud as | did so he laughed and hid 
somet bing behind him. I made bim show me 
what it was, and I found it to be a flat stone, 
shaped something like a pistol, through which 
he was boring a hole. I asked him what he was 
trying to do, to which be replied, pointing to 
my pistol, ‘Me likes one lise him.’ Every- 
thing is the masculine gender to them. 

We started, as I said a long time ago, at 2 
o’clock Friday afternoon. Aiter loading the 
boats, which was an bour’s work, we were final- 
ly under way. The batteaus are pointed at both 
ends. An Indian stands at each end and poles’ 
the craft along witha long pole with an iron 
point. The River Menominee, trom our starting 
point to our first camp, was one continued pict- 
ure. It was too beautiful to describe; but per- 
haps I can give you a faint idea of how it looked. 
It flowed iu a wide, glassy sheet between two 
high, beavily-timbered banks, varied at times by 
huge walls of rock. where ouly pice trees could 
maintain a hold. Every once in ashort distance, 
a huge bowlder would litt its bead, to show us 
there was danger, even under that soft suriace. 
By these rocks we could juage something of the 
swiftness of the current, for the water rushed 
around them very rapidly. They also showed 
us the wonderful dexterity with which the In- 
dians can manage a boat. We would 
run between two rocks, where tuere 
would be just room for the 

boats to pass and an inch to spare, and they 
would guide them through without touching 
either side. At about 8 o'clock we passed an 
Indian village, and there we were joined by 
‘Jerome,’ the cook, making the party com- 
plete. He brought with bim the beautiful new 
canoe, built expressly for us. 

After a short delay we started onward, the 
river becoming more and more grand. For 
about two miles we passed through rapids,— 
very exciting and at the same time very beau- 
tiful. Great piles of rocks rose in the river, 
and the water curled around them and cuddled 
under them, to be dashed into mist and foam; 
and the current rushed on, determined to de- 
stroy everything in its way. But we proved too 
much for it. and passed over saiciy. About 6 
we came within hearing of the roar of the Mich- 
igaumi River, and a bend soon brought us in 
sight of its beautiful talls. These falls, or rather 
succession of falls, have a drop of a hundred 
feet, and are situated at the junction ot the 
Menominee, Michigaumi, and Bruie Rivers. A 
more beautiful sicht I never saw. 

lu three-quarters of an hour we were in our 
first camp. Almost before I knew it two tents 
were up, and beds of cedar boughs cut and 
made, and a fre built. it bad rated aM the 
moruing, and the air was quite damp, so a fire 
was simply delightful. At 9 we h supper, 
which was sumptuous, for the bors had 
kilied two deer coming down, and we had met 
Bishop Cheney and party, and they gave us fish 
evough for one meal. Jerome is an excellent 
cook. By the time I had finished supper I was 
tired enough for bed. We had waiked around 
two of the largest rapids, which wa quite fa- 
tivuing. 1 awoke the next morning greatly re- 
freshed, and after breakiast we brok camp and 
* restarted over again once more,’ tis time up 
the Brule. This river is somewhat different 
from the Menominee; the banks re much 
iower and the trees are ali pine, with few ex- 
ceptions. Some of them are coygred with 
‘draping’ moss. Once we passed: mass of 
rock lullx seventy-five Teet hieh, of very pe- 
culiar stratification; looking exactly as if made 
for some particular purpose. Tne-water was 
more quiet: not so many rapids to pags through, 
and so we made more progress. ‘ 

At noon we were at the foot of Brule Falls, 
and at the mouth of the Paint. Here was our 
first portage, and here we took dinner. It was 
a most delightful piace. The falis were not so 
imposing as the Michigaumi, but still very 
lovely. The portage was avew experience to 
the ladies. The ‘boys’ think no more of carry- 
ing one of those large boats over than an ordi- 

narv man would of littingachild. They only take 
four men toa boat, too. All the morumg I 
wore my rubber boots, and enjoyed them; tor 
instead of walking round the rapids, 1 waded 
through them, only taking the precaution to 
keep near shore. About 2 we took the boats, 
crossed the river, and went ashore to commence 
our Walk. And sucha walk. Over pine logs 
two and three feet above the ground: 
through underbrush, up and down hill, and 
amoung tangles; twice losing the trail, put com- 
ing out all right at the Stevenson lumber farm. 
and are still alive to tell the tale. A nice little 
walk of six miles. We came in before the boats, 
and so had time to look around a little. The 
houses, of wood, are as ciean as hands can 
make them. By the time the boats came the 
camping-place was selected. We decided to 
— * — the farm over Sunday; so here we 
or supper we found we no meat bat 
pork.

NEW YORK. 
AUTUMN. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 30,—Already the shops are 
filled with the brilliant autumn tints, and the 
new fall materiais are ready for selection. The 
first thing that strikes one on giving a passing 
glance at autumn goods is the prevalence of 
plaids. First of all in point of beauty and rich- 
ness, as well as costliness, come the magnificent 
plaid velvets. These are superb, showing 
gorgeous combinations of blue, scarlet, purple, 
old gold, amaranth, and bronze. Some of the 
patterns are fine checks, outlined by mere 
threads of color; others are large blocks gorge- 
ously dyed, and combining fewer colors. All 
are rich beyond expression. These will be used 
chiefly as portions of costumes, as cuffs, collars, 
plastrons, etc., in union with plain velvets, silks, 
or handsome brocades. In simpler goods, suit- 
ings and all-wool materials, plaids again appear 
in several varieties, These consist of small 
plaids or checks, bars of color, and invisible and 
broken plaids. These last come under the de- 
nomination of fancy plaids, and are thus known 
to dealers. Green, biue, olive, red, old gold, and 
brown are the colors geen in these plaids. They 
will doubtless be largely worn, as it is some time 
since they have been in vogue, and this season 
they are certainly very pretty and tasteful. 

IN MIXTURES 
there are many and biautiful varieties. One of 
silk and wool shows pticches taken here and 
there over the surfac¢ in bright-hued silks upon 
a ground of rich Hark color. Others have 
threads of sik runn straight through the 
goods. These thread are usually of two colors. 
contrasting finely wit the ground of the fabric; 
as a thread of olive ad red upon a surface of 
dark blue, or Scarlet hd old gold upon a very 
deep green. But peritaps among all the novel- 
ties, the one which take firmest hold on the 
popular fancy is that Zoown as coatings. These 
goods preseat a m tely smooth surface, and 
ure very heavy and ru; ner loosely woven. They 
consist of several very rich dark colors so har- 
moniously woven as to have the effect of but 
one color when seen from a distance. Rich 
brown, with threads of scarlet, yellow, or 
orange, tints of olive, green, and the 
charming reseda are the usual com- 
binations, and very lovely they are. 
These coating are design tor entire suits, 
eitber with long cloak, or ¢ ue, or the stylish 
coat and yest. With both of these will be worn 
a short walking skirt, the texture of the mate- 
rial rendering a long or morn trimmed skirt 
in extremely poor taste. The kiit skirt will 
probabiy be used in this material, but it wiil 
make a wefully heavy dress, and lam advised 
that the model most recommended is a plain, 
short, gored skirt trimmed around the bottom 
with afew rows of braid or some similar flat 
garniture, in case trimming of any sort is de- 
sired. A novelty for vests and similar uses is 
corduroy, which is exhibited in dark, rich shades 
of brown, blue, maroon, green, and also in a 
tew mottied designs. Camel’s hair cloth shows 
a looser and coarser weft than formerly, but 
continues to be quite as expensive. It comes in 
very elegant and attractive shades, the newest 
being a very biue gray, and some exquisite 
hazel-browns. Foulards will be extensively 
used duriug the fall, and even ali through win- 
ter will be esteemed for house dresses. Two 
new varieties are shown, and both are very 
pretty. One is of a fine piaid, the other a plain- 
colored ground with dots or spots, or a very 
small figared design in some handsomely con- 
trasted color. Silks, cashmeres, and other solid- 
colored fabrics show 
EXQUISITE SHADES. 
There are several shades of blue, moss green, 
olive, both in brown and greenish tmges, ruby, 
yarnet, currant, and absinthe. Among more 
delicate hues are lavender, straw color, and a 
very peculiar shade known as pea-straw. It is 
extremely beautiful. but is apt to be too trying 
for the multitude, hence it is safe to prophesy 
that it will be highly esteemed by those who caa 
wear it, and will be worn by those wie look 
simply tearful in it. Changeable silks bave 
also made their appearance, and very lovely 
they are. One beautitul variety shows green- 
ish bronze shading into yellow gold witha 
quantity of intervening lights and shades that 
are exgufsite. Another showing deep, rich 
purple shifting its dark shadows lor giimmering 
reddish hues is very elegant. Satin will be ex- 
tremely popular. Not only will it be 
used solus for toilettes, but will enter 
largely into combination. A novelty is satin 
striped silks which are extremely bandsome. 
Ove variety is being extensively made up into 
models for the coming openings. It is an inch- 
wide stripe of black and white, the lormer silk, 
the latter satin. It may be combined with a 
plain variety of either goods. 
ONE VERY BLEGANT TOILETTE 

is of this striped satin and of plain white satin. 
It is a reception dress or very full dress dinner 
toilette. it is en Princess, the front being of 
the striped satin. om the throat to tbe toot 
oi the robe down tie front is an insertion of 

jain white satin. This is shirred in clusters of 
— puffs, and between the clusters are 
rows of exauis.te black lace, put on very scant 
so that its pattern is brought out very boldly 
against the white satin beneath.

The advantages of the immense out- 
let Chicago offers for ‘goods are beivg 
rapidly recognized, and are attract- 
ing capital and population to this city. The 
extent of the business of this city is greater 
than many of its residents know. Few Chica- 
goans are awaré that Chicago is already the 
largest manufacturer of the rougher grades of 
goods for men’s wear. To pass to the other end 
of the line, it is already the second distributing 
point in the United States of reading-matter. 
In such facts as these we find the reason for the 
very smal! number of stores vacant in Chicago 
during the last two or three vears, when the 
complaints of landlords have been so loud 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
cities. W. I. Pierce & Co. have made 
an important lease in renting to A. Reed 
& Sons, piano dealers, who have so long occu- 
pied their own building on Van Buren street, 
the building Nos. 191 and 198 State street for 
$5,000a year. This is the store used till now by 
H. M. Wilmarth. The demand for business ac- 
commodations ou Wabash avenue does not lag 
behind that on State street. C. W. Fullerton 
has leased one ot the stores on the first floor of 
his new buiiding on Wabas avenue, south of 
Monroe street, to Tompkins, Burlingame & 
Co., with basement, for $1,500 a year. The 
other store on the first floor has been rented 
with the basement to H. R. Dun & Co., millin- 
ery dealers, for $1,500 a year. One-half of the 
floor has been leased by the Catholic Book Con- 
cern for $600 a year. 

THE LOAN MARKET. 

The number of instruments filed for record 
the past weck was slightiv in excess of the aver- 
age for the season. About thirty of them rep- 
resent deferreu payments on purchases, and are 
therefore a hopeful tndication of reviving confi- 
der ce. The demand for money is very small, 
loan agepts being mostly engaged in taking care 


ot their old business, not being anxious as yet 


to entend their operations into fresh fields and 
pastures new. Payments continue satisfactory. 
The number of releases in the weekly statement 
has fallen below the number of new incum- 
brances, but this is accounted for in 
the number of trust deeds given for 
amounts ranging from $50 to $150, 
representing part purehase price of suburban 
property. The rates for money have undergone 
no great change. ‘They are steady at 7 per cent 
for choice loans, with a slightly upward ten- 
dency. This is another sign of iraprovement.

San Fraxcisco, Aug. 24.—Henry Ward 
éeecher is the lion of the hour. He has come, 
gas lectured, has conquered. It was an easy 
victory, for there was no prejudice against him. 
But there was a feeling of easy jocularity,—not 
exactly the sentiment, perhaps, with which to 


regard a great man. 

tie has quite dissipated that feeling, and the 
town is, metaphorically, at bis feet. 

He lectures in the Metropolitan Temple, a 
building which seats twenty-four hundred peo- 
ple, but, an extra hundred or two have crowded 

in and disposed themselves against the walls 


and through the aisles. 
He delivers four lectures in San Francisco, 


and flies about the country between whiles lect- 


uring in the small towns. 

What between flying about the country in 
these intervals, and flying about the city sicht- 
seeing, the active dfv.ne is kept pretty busy. 

The reporters and photographers make a per- 
fect shuttlecock of him. Any celebrity finds 
the approach to the city lined with photogra- 
phers. 

They haunt the ferry, they board the train, 
they even go far up the road to meet their vic- 
tims. Mr. Beecber arrived in town convoyed by 
one of the most eminent of the photographers. 
and was plunged into the depths of a carriage 
and whisked off to have his picture taken beton 
he his face cleaned of the dust of travel. 

unsuccesstul bevy of photographers 
meanwhile paced moodily ub and down the deck 
of the ferry-boat, chewing their mustaches to 
jrayments. and studying up a plan of attack for 
the next celebrity. 

Mr. Beecher arrived at noon, and by 7 o’clock 
in the evening the vestibule of the Metropolitan 
Temple was oruamented with a couple of large 
photographs of him taken that afternoon by the 
two largest rival houses. 

The phing of celebrities is carried on 
in this goodly city to an extent which is abso- 
lutely nauseating.

CHINATOWN. 
All strangers visit Chinatown. They gen- 
rally go by night, not becaus: its horrors are 
more horrible, or its beauties more beautiful, 
‘but that the Chinese come together at that 
time after their various avocations of the day, 
and hudale into their burrows. 
Visitors go in parties of from six to ten, and 
the first step is to go to the City Prison for a 
policeman to act as cicerone. 
There are but a few of them—those who 
ve been on the Chinese beat—who know the 
‘highways and byways, the slums and rookeries; 
Hut those who do know them are thoroughly 
‘well acquainted with the most labyrinthine 
4nysteries of the Chinese quarter. 
The policeman stops first at what looks to be 
a hole in the wall, and, lichting a tallow dip, 
disappears iu the aperture. The party follow, 
\Indian-file, his yellow beacon not lighting the 
wu, but waving us on to follow. 

e are in what seems to be a tunnel with a 
downward incliae. We stumble upon a couple 
of short fliguts of rickety steps, and come 
euddenly upon an open space or clearing. A 
icw hghts are gleamiug through the chinks of 
Some open-work doors. The policeman un- 
ceremoniously opens a couple of them with his 
stick, and we enter. 

The rooms art perhaps ten feet square. In 
them six or eight Chinamen live, and move, and

The whole ground under the street has been 
honeycombed with these cells. 

Now and then we come across what might be 
a Vit of Flemish art, with its lights and shadows, 
but ag we draw near it resolycs itself into a 
Chinaman cooking his supper on one of their 
primitive little stoves. It is simply a little tin 
box with two sides, a bottom, aod back. 
couple df strips are laid across to hold the 
saucepan, his sole implement for cooking. 

The fire is of kindli ing- wood. and John uses 
just enough to cook the meal. 

There are dozens of these stoves scattered 
through these dirty, siimy passage-ways. 

We find fire everywhere, and are vaguely 
alarmed at the careless way in which they seem 
to use it, but there are comparatively few fires 
among them. 

They do not use gas except in the more pre- 
tentious establishments, but burn fish-oil, which 
they keep in open-mouthbed vessels. They 
throw in a handful of wicks, let them burn all 
at once, and the light is both bright and soft. 

We delicately inquire of John what he is 
cooking for supper, and suggest that it is rats, 
of which edible he is said to be reasonably fond. 
We hear the squeak of the sweet-voiced rodent 
as we speak, but John ‘no sabees,’’ and, al- 
though the odor of the cooking mess is an alto- 
gether strange one, we give him tne benefit of 
the doubt. 

We plunge once more into darkness, grope 
through the slimy passage-way, through devay- 
ing vegetables and slops, and other sights aud 
smelis, stumble up the rickety steps, and 
emerge through the hole in the wall once more 
into open air. 

Une of these lodging-houses is the fac-simile 
ofanother. One is as full as another, one as 
dirty as another, and there are hundreds of 
them.

THE JOSS-HOUSE. 

Wego from the lodging-house to the joss- 
house. It is approached through a m&rrow, 
dark alley leading off Dupont street, the artery 
of Chinatown. 

As we walk we observe streams of light com- 
ing through the chinks of the sidewa)k, and the 
policeman informs us that we are walking over 
hundreds of Chinamen. 

But there is total and complete darkness until 
we turn suddenly to one side, and are con- 
fronted by a staircase as steep as the sides of 
Mont Blanc. 

It is unpainted and shaky as well as steep, so 
we cling desperately to the baluster, unwarned 
by millions of protruding splinters. 

A blind-looking door and a small ladder at- 
tached to an opposite wall attract our attention, 
and we are told that it was the escape from a 
gamblivg-house in the times when gambling 
throve, although forbidden by law. 

They prosecute their wickedness very close 
to Joas. 

There is about Jess none of the divinity 
which dota bedge a King. 

The gods are manufactured after the man- 
darin model, and are more aristocratic-looking 
than their coolic devotces. 

There is an abundance of tinsel and paper 
ornamentation. 

There is an altar at the door, upon which a 
sentinel god is enthroned. 

There is tlfe god of gold and the god of 
medicine, the latter hoiding in his hand a pill 
big enough to strang'e Fin-ma-Coul, the Irish 
giant. 

Then there is the god of gods, whose name 
we could not catch, but be is placed far back 
and high up on the altar, and is protected by a 
trinity of gods of most Jerocious aspect, who 
sit in front of him and to warn off the 
audacious intruder. 
There are some gro 
and animals ranged agains®fthe walls, and 
upon a high stand some handsome vessels 
which might be silver, but looked like pewter. 
In the centre of the floor, covered for pro- 
tection with American wire-work, was an oblong 
wooden affair which was carved ail over with 
figures representing the famous men and inci- 
dents of Chinese history. It was gilded, and 
looked like brasswork, and to people properly 
miormed would be extremely interesting. 

We were not properly informed, and it was 
all a mystery to us. 

We experienced nothing of the solemnity of 
the cathedral about the Chinese joss-house. 
There was no whispering, no bated breath. 
The Chinamen who watch the place strolled 
around, smoking, laughing, and talking, and 
apparently enjoving themselves. 

Their worship is quick and convenient. John 
comes in, takes his prayer, which is printed on a 
yellow paper, burns it in the sacred ash-pan, 
burns a little wick before the high altar in 
another littie ash-pan, and departs. 

We burned a little yellow prayer in the sacred 
ash-pan, and hoped that the great Joss, who- 
ever or whatever he may be, was propitiated by 
this little ceremony and sacrifice of Christian 
prejudices. 

In an apartment adjoining the joss-room was 
the inevitable bunk arrangement, and a number 
of equally inevitable opium-smokers. 

In another apartment was a crowd of ten or 
twelve, two of whom were eating their supper. 
It consisted of a bowi of something very like 
thick gumbo, supplemented by a bow! of rice, 
which they euphoneouslly term ‘‘licee.”’ 

One goud-natured looking fellow partook fre- 
quently of a draught which be seemed to enjoy 
exceedingly. It proved to be Bourbon whisky, 
— like Sairey Gamp, he poured it out of a tea-

AT THE CHINESE THEATRE. 

Coming out on the balcony of the joss 
house, we found ourselves perched in mid-air 
over what looked like one of the narrow streets 
of Constantinople. The houses leaned confid- 
ingly towards each other, and, with the odd 
lines and additions here and there, poles, and 
posts, and ciothes-lines, softened and changed 
by the dimness into something picturesque, 
looked quite ornamental in their architecture. 

But the smell! was all Chinese. 

Tumbling down-stairs as best we could, we 
made our way through Murderer’s Alley, or 
some such exhilarating locality, and headed for 
the Chinese theatrc. 

It is neither pretty nor clean, and the racket 
which the orchestra keeps up is simply infernal. 

One man clashes the cymbals with an inde- 
fatigability which, used in politics, would make 
him President of the United States. 

Another beats the triangic with a similar per- 
sistence, and a third scrapes. the fiddle with a 
placidity which is exasperating. 

The fiddle has two strings, of which one 
squeaks and the other howis. 

It was once said that Miss Clara Louise Kel- 
logg waa interested in Chinese music. It must 
have been because she never heard ary. 

This frightful din is kept up unintermittingly 
from 7 o'clock in the evening till 2 o’clock next 
morning. White people’s visits are of about 
fifteen minutes’ duration. 

The theatre is very much as our own must 
have been in its primitive state, for they have 
no scenery and no curtains, and the stage is a 
thoroughfare where people pass back and forth 
or sit at will. 

jue, are tar better actors than would be an- 
ticipated from their general impassivity. In- 
deed, one wuch-berouged iemaie—or dis- 
guised male rather, for the women’s parts are 
plaved by boys—quite amazed us by the in- 
genious variety of her flirting methods. She 
ogled, she biushed, she sighcd,—at one stage 
we were quite sure she was saying. Go away, 
you giddy thing. ue had a score of familiar 
affectations. 

We had the pleasure of secing the lady de- 
capitated in the course of the drama, and, much 
to our astonishment, she got up and made a 
very informal exit while her siayer was brandish- 
ing a false head, presumed to be bers, around 
the stage in the very abandon of rage. 

‘Their dramas are chiefly founded on historical 
events, and it takes sometimes days, sometimes 
weeks to play one of them through. 

They do not applaud. When some of our 
party. carried away by the ardor of approba- 
tion, stamped or clapped hands, every Ceiestial 
eye in the house turned on us with as much 
mild wonder as the celestial eye is capable of 
expressing. 

a heir theatrical wardrobes are very handsome 
and very rich, being of the most brilliant colors, 
and covered with hand-embroidery, in which 
art the Chinese ex-el. 

oe was the only luxury we saw about the 

ace. 

Inquiry developed the fact that they have a 
star system verw much the same as ours, and 
that the stars draw excellent saiaries. 

From the theatre we started for the Chinese 
restaurant to be refreshed with a cup of tea. 

We were stopped first by the sound of the 
fire-bell. 

In an instant, as if by magic. a thousand Chi- 
namen impeded our way. They came swarming 
out of the houses, windows, doors, cellars, like 
big black rats, an illusion hightened by their 
noiseless footsteps. There seemed to be po end 
totbe nooks and crannies from which they 
sprang. 

it was cither a small fire or a false alarm, for 
in another minute, as suddenly and silently as 
they came, they disappeared. 

Next we were attracted bv a jeweler’s win- 
dow. Eight or ten men were worki 
the light of their 


| fellow in the foreground, who lifted his be. 
spectacled eyes and saw us glaring in, invited 
us in and showed us their deft handiwork. 

Next we were stopped by a pawnbroker’s 
shop. 

Looking down a basement we saw a pair of 
sharp eves gleaming through a small square 
aperture, and our guide told us the eyes 
belonged to a pawnbroker. 

A Chinese pawnbroker seemed such a very 
queer article that we could not pass him with- 
out a visit. 

We examined the wares in pawn with curious 
eyes. There were, of course, innumerable bun- 
dles of clothing neatly folded ana ticketed. 
There were a few American pistols, and auite 
an array of Chinese weapons. There were — 
ugly-looking two-edged knives, which they 
up in tnnocent-looking sheaths which appear 10 
be the harmless fan. 

Tnere were other vicious- looking knives 
which come in pairs, and which they handle 
with a peculiar dexterity. There were some 
iron clubs thicker at one end than at the other, 
and made dangerous at the corners with square 
knobs. 

The collection, 3 of the weapous and a 
few pipes, was singularly uninteresting. 

Ap impecunious Chinaman pawned a tooth- 
pick for forty cents while we were in the estab- 
lishment, and another was presenting a silver 
watch for examination as we left 

AN OPIUM DEN. 

At this stage it suddenly occurred to us that 
we had not scen an opium den. We had eu- 
countered the fumes of the drug wherever we 
had been, aud had seen so many smoking it 
that we had quite forgotten there were places 
exclusively devoted to it. 

But at the word our cicerone lighted his tal- 
low candle once again, and plunged into another 
dark abyss. We struggled once more through 
garbage, and filth, and, scudding rats, and drop- 
ping water, and deep in some underground re- 
cess found the opium den. 

It did not differ essentialiy from anything 
else that we had seen. 

The room was larger, 
around three sides of it. 
had succumbed to the 
around in every couceivable 
faces were ghastly and hideous. 

Some were but half stupid, and roused them- 
selyes with some faint interest as we came in. 

Only one was wide awake. He was just com- 
meucing his smoke, but his giassy eve bespoke 
the habit. 

He leaned on his elbow twisted up as uncom- 
fortably as they all are—we did not see one of 
them in what looked to be a comfortable po- 
sition iu all Chinatown. 

He toasted his opium slowly bythe fire of 
the little oil lamp, and was inclined to be com- 
municative. In modern English, he was in- 
clined to blow about the amount of opium 
he could smoke, and the amonut of money he 
spent on the habit. 

The Chinese lie with as beautiful a fearless- 
ness as they steal. 

We were glad enough to leave him to his 
stupefaction and get out to the sweet air once 
more. 

We had seen so much that was nasty and 
abominable that we left the iepers for another 
night, and went immediately for our tea. 

— 
A CHINESE RESTAURANT. 

The first floor of a Chinese restaurant is the 
plebeian tloor, the second is a degree beter, the 
third is aristocratic. 

The floors are bare, but the furniture is really 
handsome. The chairs of black carved wood, 
straight seats and straight backs, and in shape 
quaiutly Eastera. Between every two there is 
a little square table about as big on the top as a 
quarto volume. The wood is black like the 
chairs, and the top is a slab of brown mottled 
marble. 

There are odd-looking lamps hanging from 
the ceilings of the pagoda style, plants in the 
windows, and pictures on the walls. Also here 
and there are hung a couple of their execrable 
musical instruments. 

When we were summoned to table we found 
it spread with a white cloth. 

‘Thnére were about a half-dozen dishes of nuts 
and confections. There were preserved ginger, 
limes, cucumbers, plums. But even the fruit 
was Chinese, and was long and queer to look at, 
like a pagoda trimming, and had a strange 
smack to its flavor. 

But the tea— delight !—the tea! There is a 
wild story extaut that it costs from $12 to $18 
a pound, and we laucied that we tasted the $18 
in every cup. 

They make it in little porcelain bowls, and 
cover it with an inverted cup to let it steam. 
Each individual is given his own bowl, and 
pours his teainto a cup, for they driok it in 
homeopatinic sips. There is some knack in pour- 
ing it out, as people discover aiter they have 
scalded their hands badly. 

We sipped it with the most charming little 
porcelain spoons, which hold just enough to be 
satisfactory. 

They drink it straight, without milk or sugar. 
but we liked it so well that we kept the littie 
China bov trotting around with his copper 
kettle of hot water filling the bowls again and 
again. 

No one ever acknowledges how much of the 
tea they drink, and no one ever sleeps soundly 
for a week afterward. 

Chinatown is a queer place, and to thoroughly 
enjoy the trip it is only necessary to wear thick 
shoes on account of the underground damp, to 
have a choice cold in the head in order to avoid 
the smells, and to drink tea till the kettle is 
exhausted.
